COMMENTS ON CENTRAL AMERICAN FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING 





Role of Integration Discussed 
Guatemala City DIARIO DE CENTRO AMERICA in Spanish 20 Mar 80 p 3 


[Editorial by Federico Zelaya Bockler: ‘Is Guatemala Committed to Support 
and Solidarity With the Nicaraguan Territorial Claim Against Colombia?"'] 


[Text] The meeting of Central American ministers of foreign relations has 
served to dispel the doubts which had developed in a number of social 
circles on the isthmus about the pursuit of or retreat in the integration 
process in the area. 


Some persons thought that the government changes and the political altera- 
tions which have occurred in some countries in the region would result in 
either the postponement or distortion of the common market and an aversion 
to the spirit of integration. 


The resolutions adopted by the foreign ministers reveal on the contrary that 
all the countries of the isthmus have a desire to dynamize integration, 
strengthen the common market, going even farther, to the point of encour- 
aging the revival of the forgotten Organization of Central American States 
(OCAS), i.e. the integrating body on the political level, with the reserva- 
tion that the highest decisions in this respect would be in the hards of 

the government leaders. 


The route of integration at this last council meeting followed the course 
pointed by a traditional compass, involving the inclusion of Panama in the 
Central American pattern. 


In the view of some observers, the meeting of Central American foreign 
ministers revealed a special characteristic, which some individuals regard 
as predominant. 


It involves the attention devoted by the foreign ministers to the points 
of view and interests of the new government of Nicaragua. This attitude is 
termed deferential in certain circles. 











This observation is supported by the resolutions which could well be 
regarded as precautionary and beneficial fox all parties, such as for ex- 
ample the assertion that the peaceful and harmonious coexistence of the 
nations on the iathmus requires respect for different social, economic and 
political systems, the right to free self-determination and the resolution 
of domestic affairs as a function of their own historic development. 


Although thie is a principle in effect in the inter-American system, it is 
logical to presume that respect is being invoked for the area where social, 
economic and political changes have occurred, i.e. Nicaragua. 


The foreign ministers stressed absolute and unconditional observance of the 
principles of nonintervention in the affairs of other nations, which they 
regard as vital to the maintenance of peace and security for the countries 
in the area. 


Like the principle initially stressed, this is ambivalent, but it has the 
same orientation as was just set forth concerning the preceding principle. 


They still stress the same policy, with a basis in respect for sovereignty, 
territorial integrity and political independence. 


The foreign ministers’ resolution sets forth the desirability of the of- 
fering of mutual support and solidarity by the countries in the region for 
the just claims and demands of nations concerning their respective terri- 
torial waters, exclusive economic zones, continental shelves, jurisdictional 
waters, air space and adjacent territories, as well as maritime and geo- 
logical resources. They stress the mutual support and svlidarity in 
territorial claims which the Central American nations should offer to third 
parties. 


It is a known fact that Nicaragua is making a claim which includes aspects 
pertaining to territorial seas, continental shelves, jurisdictional waters, 
adjacent territories and maritime and geological resources. 


This claim has to do with the Roncador, Quitasueno and other keys and the 
island of San Andres, which is under Colombian control. 


It should be remembered that these keys and island are a vital strategic 
point in the Caribbean. They can control the Panama Canal, and it has been 
said that this area has been the focus of planned foreign penetration in the 
event of a possible world conflict or as a part of the maneuvers to expand 
international areas of influence. 


Since the foreign ministers made this statement, Guatemala--like the other 
Central American nations--is committed, it can be deduced from the text, to 
provide support and solidarity for this Nicaraguan claim. 








There is a point in the document noted by the observers which is an 

invitation to captious comment. It says that the governments of the Central 
American republics, including Panama, reaffirm their support of the prin- 
ciples condemning all forms and manifestations of colonialism, neo-colonialism 
and racial discrimination, as well as the principles condemning the armaments 
race and all forms of foreign aggression, occupation and intervention. 


The first concepts in this point cite the hackneyed charges Soviet propaganda 
hae made against the United States, while the second part, since the 
Afghanistan affair, turns against the Soviet bloc. 


Nicaragua has won the support of the countries in the area for the economic 
reactivation plan in that country and the renegotiation of its foreign debt, 
and it has also obtained agreement for the holding of the next foreign 
ministers’ meeting in Managua. 


In Appendix B there is recognition of the Nicaraguan position, and a resolu- 
tion to supply that country with the basic products needed by its people, 

to reactivate its economy, to resolve the acute unemployment problem and to 
maintain national unity with a view toward reconstruction. 


These last points are based on resolutions approved by the Central American 
economic integration ministers. 


It is agreed that Nicaragua will apply the tools which currently govern the 
Central American Common Market flexibly and will study and utilize safety 
clauses to correct its economic problems. 


Observers at the event also commented on the skill and agility of the 
Nicaraguan delegation which, although made up of only six persons, achieved 
such major participation and the approval of such favorable resolutions.

Country's Role Discussed

[Text] The so-called "final document" of the meeting of Central American 
foreign ministers held on 14 and 15 March in San Jose, Costa Rica, gives 

us the impression of being an agreement of support by the other governments 
of that of Nicaragua. That is to say, some of its most important clauses 
were proposed by the Nicaraguan Government to suit its needs and these were 
accepted by the other signatories. 











In an interesting lead editorial published yesterday, the DIARIO DE CENTRO 
AMERICA asked "Is Guatemala Coumitted to Support and Solidarity With the 
Nicaraguan Territorial Claim Against Colombia?" and discussed the case of 
the tamous island of San Andres and the keys which the new Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment is currently claiming. 


We believe that the meeting in San Jose, Costa Rica, has positive aspects, 
above all because of the fact that a kind of reunion of the countries in 
the area occurred there on the subject of Central Americanism, turning 
again to the joint interest of their peoples. But we believe that our 
government should be very careful about the commitments it undertakes to a 
regime like that of Nicaragua, which represents an enigma. For it is not 
yet known what ‘ts true future definition will be, although the majority of 
the observers agree that it will be in the direction of the communist bloc. 


To date, for example, we do not know what the true scope and intention of 
the demand Nicaragua is making of Colombia is, nor can we be certain that 
this will be a move of strictly territorial nature without any implications 
of a political type. A short time ago it was said that the attitude of 
Nicaragua was dictated by pcessures from the Ca*’:> vovernment, unabie to 
forgive Colombia for having blocked its winnin,: a uco: in the United Nations 
Security Council. 


The editorial in DIARIO DE CENTRO AMERICA says that "In the view of some 
observers, the meeting of Central American foreign ministers revealed a 
special characteristic, which some individuals regard as predominant. 


"It involves the attention dev.ted by the foreign ministers to the points 
of view and interests of the new government of Nicaragua. This attitude 
is termed deferential in certain circles." 


The statement by the dean of the Central American press seems to us of the 
greatest interest, but whac we would like to strese is the need for our 
government to take the following considerations into account. Let us sup- 
pose that the Nicaragv.n regime moves toward the Soviet-Cuban orbit, and 
establishes a small area in this region consistent with the expansionist 
plans of Marxism. It is logical that it would try to establish conditions 
favorable to these plans and to involve the other Central American countries 
in them. Solidarity agreements are particularly dangerous under the present 
circumstances, because they oblige us to stand beside a partner who in all 
probability may in tie immediate future represent interests and positions 
which are diametrically cpposite to our own. 


We agree, naturally, that the Central American governments should promote a 
new system of peaceful c»xexistence, based on the present characteristics 
and the political definition of each one of them. Earlier there was co- 
existence with strict identification of political viewpoinis, but since the 
changes which have occurred in Nicaragua and El Salvador, a new method is 
required, based on respect for the way of thinking of each of these 











countries and for their sovereigivty. In thie way, obviously, we have more 
to lose, because we could be led into a kind of detente with a typically 
interventionieat partner, concealing interference in the domestic policy of 
the other nations on the pretext of clase etruggle. 


Nor do we know where the unsettled situation in El Salvador will lead. 

Thue we are associating ourselves with mactera foreign to atrictly regional 
affaire, with countries which are in a etate of change and are subject to 
subversive pressures interested in attack upon ua coo. At no time would we 
urge the teolation of Guatemala, much lees that our government disassociate 
iteelf from the problems affecting the srea. However we do ineiat that we 
should aleo take our intereste and viewpoints, and not only those of our 
neighbors, into account.

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CENTRAL AMERICAN FOREIGN MINISTERS’ FINAL CO;uMUNIQUE ISSUED 
Guatemala City Din RIO DE CENTRO AMERICA in Spanish 19 Mar 80 pp 3, 10 


[Text] “Absolute and unconditional observance of the principles of 
non-intervention in the affaires of other nations is vital to the mainten- 
ance of the peace and security of the countries in the area," says one of 
the resolutions adopted by the Central American ministers of foreign 
affaire during their meeting on 14 and 15 March, contained in the "San Jose 
Declaration,” which was signed at the conclusion of the debates. 


Because of ite importance, we are publishing the text of the final document 
of the foreign ministers’ meeting, which reade ae follows: 


Final Document of the Meeting of Foreign Ministere of the Central American 
lethmue 


The governments of the republics of Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Panama, 


Desirous of making the existing fraternal links of friendship and cooperation 
even cioser, and 


Persuaded that direct and frank dialog among the nations of the Central 
American tethmus is the best means of reviewing the present situation in the 
region in the political, economic and social fields, as well as a suitable 
means of establishing joint positions to the benefit of all the Central 
American peoples, 


Has designated the following representatives to attend the meeting of foreign 
affaire ministers held in the city of San Jose, Costa Rica, on 14 and 
15 March 1980: (See Appendix A). 


The inaugural session held in the Hall of the Americas at the Costa Rican 
Foreign Ministry at 0900 hours on 14 March 1980 was attended by the presi- 
dent of the republic, Don Rodrigo Carazo Odio, who in his opening address 
referred to the aspirations of the Central American isthmus for peace, in 
an era of important decisions, and his desire for a continuing struggle tc 














win eatiefaction for the social demande of all the peoples of Central 
America. 


In reaponee to the presidential address, hie excellency the minister of 
foreign relations of the Republic of Guatemala, ing Rafael 

Castillo Valdez, apoke on behalf of the delegations present to thank 
the people and the government of Costa Rica for their hospitality. 


By @ unanimous vote, the meeting of minietere elected Minister of Foreign 
Relations Rafael Angel Calderon Fournier of Costa Rica ae ite president, 
to organize the discussion procedure. 


The meeting of foreign relations ministers went on to appoint two working 
commissions, to take up the etudy of the various probleme affecting the 
Central American Common Market, ae well ae social and political matters, 
in the search for greater collaboration on all levels and with a view to 
establishing a unified criterion on the major decisions the countries of 
the isthmus must make or submit to the various international bodies. 


The closing session was also held in the Hall of the Americas of the Costa 
Rican Foreign Ministry, at 1600 hours on 15 March 1980. 


As the final procedure following its discussions, the meeting of foreign 
affaire ministers of the Central American isthmus approved the following 
agreements and resolutions: 


Il. San Jose Declaration 


The meeting of ministers of foreign relations of the republics of the Central 
American isthmus, 


Whereas it is the aspiration of their peoples and governments to maintain 
relations among themselves based on mutual respect, solidarity and fraternal 
and cordial cooperation, 


Aware of the common origins of their peoples, of the natural bonds which unite 
them, of the fact that they share the same historical legacy, of the problems 
and needs affecting them, as well as their common destiny, 


Taking into account the manifest aspiration of their peoples and governments 
to rebuild the Central American fatherland, 


And determined to achieve this goal, through the gradual integration of 
their juridical, economic and social institutions, while at the same time 
encouraging their development toward ever more democratic forms, 


Sharing the need to adopt decisions to deal with the situations encountered 
by the Central American peoples, 





Concerned about the negative repercussions caused by the world economic 
crieia in the countries in the region, and those which may lead to tensions 
among the great powers, 


Firmly determined to enaure the peace, development and veli-being to which 
the Central American peoples have a right, 


Determined to ensure fraternal and peaceful coexistence among the Central 
American nations, conaietent with the principles of the charter of the 
Organization of Central American States, the Organization of American 
States and the United Nations Organization, to the mutual benefit of all, 
excluding any foreign interests, 


Desirous of making the bonds with the nations of Latin America and the 
Caribbean even closer, and 


Taking into account the desirability of making the position of their govern- 
sents entirely clear to their peoples and the international community, 
veclares that: 


1. The peaceful and harmonious coexistence of the nations of the isthmus 
demands respect for different social, economic and political systems, for 
the right to free self-determination and to resolve domestic affaires ae a 
function of their individual historical development. 


2. Absolute and unconditional observance of the principles of non- 
intervention in the affaires of other nations is vital to the maintenance 
of the peace and security of the countries in the area. 


3. Respect for sovereignty, territorial integrity and political independence 
is a vital prerequisite to guaranteeing the peaceful coexistence and economic 
and social development of the nations. 


4. These nations are determined to maintain the full exercise of the 
sovereignty and jurisc.ction of the nations over their respective maritime 
territories, exclusive economic zones, continental shelves, jurisdictional 
waters, air space and adjacent territories, as well as their maritime and 
geological resources. 


At the same time, they assert the desirability that the countries in the 
region render each other mutual support and solidarity for the just demands 
and claime they make in this sector, as well as territorial matters, with 
regard to other nations. 


5. They confirm their decision to resolve the conflicts which may arise 
among them by peaceful means recognized by international law. 


6. They reject the use of discriminatory measures, conditional aid harmful 
to national interests, direct or indirect aggression and other acts violating 











sovereignty, the charter of rights and economic duties of the nations, and 
the principle of ideological pluralien, 


), The Central American iethmus, the juriedictional waters of each of ite 
Nations, their continental shelves and adjacent territories in both oceans 
are not the sone of influence of any power, and they reject any coercion 
or threat from outside. 


8. It ie their firm conviction that only in an atmosphere of international 
detente fe it possible to achieve peaceful coexiatence, collective self- 
sufficiency and the development of the peoples. 


9. They reaffirm their support of the principles condemning all forms and 
manifestations of colonialiem, neo-colonialiem and racial discrimination, 
ae well as those principles condemning the armaments race and all forms of 
foreign aggression, occupation or intervention. 


10. They promote the declaration of the Caribbean as a zone of peace. 


ll. They confirm their unconditional support of the principles set forth 
in the American Human Rights Convention and the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, believing that etrict observance of these principles te a 
basic prerequisite to the maintenance of peace, harmony and the coexistence 
of nations, therefore rejecting any act endangering the life or physical 
integrity of individuals, such as physical and psychological torture, kid- 
naping and terroriem in all forms, as well as other methods violating 
individual liberty. They believe that the above takes on part‘cular inm- 
portance in view of the fact that the Inter-American Court of Human Rights 
has ite headquarters on the Central American isthmus. 


12. They assert their support and desire to observe the principles of the 
Charter of Economic Rights and Duties of the Nations, promising to keep 
them ind@fect among themselves and to urge other nations to respect these 
principles in their economic relations, particularly those pertaining to: 


a) Mutual and equitable benefits among the nations; 

b) Observance of good faith in international commitments; 

c) The right to engage in trade and other forms of international economic 
cooperation, independent of any difference in political, economic and social 
systems; and 

d) A prohibition on using economic, political or other measures or promoting 


their use to coerce another nation or nations for the purpose of subordinating 
the exercise of their sovereign rights. 


13. They assert the right to regulate and supervise the activities of in- 
ternational enterprises functioning within their national jurisdictions and 











to take etepa to assure themselves that these activities come within their 
lave, regulations and provisions, and are consistent with their economic and 
social policies. 


14, They exprese the conviction that the process of Central American 
integration and cooperation among the nations in the process of development 
are indiepensable prerequieites if their economic, social and cultural 
development and their benefite are to favor all sectora of the population. 


15. They assert their firm determination to participate actively in the 
efforts to establish a new international economic order, particularly with 
regard to the defense of the principle of the sovereignty of nations con- 
cerning their national resources, the establishment of mechanisms for the 
defense of the prices of raw materials and other export products of the 
countries in the process of development, and the adoption of suitable 
measures to deal with the protectionist practices of the developed countries. 


San Jose, Costa Rica, 15 March 1980. 
Il. International Cooperation 


The meeting of foreign ministers of the Central American isthmus and Panama, 
whereas: 


The advancement and defense of the joint interests of their nations demand 
the establiehment of mechaniems for coordination, to facilitate the 
adoption of decisions designed to guarantee their unity of action in world 
and continental forums, and whereas: 


The presence of Panama at this meeting reflects the desires of the other 
Central American countries, which are persuaded that cooperation and co- 
ordination of the foreigr volicies of these countries will strengthen and 
increase the negotiating power and the role of these nations in the various 
international bodies and conferences in which they participate, bearing in 
mind that it is in the interest of these countries to seek to establish 
joint positions on specific matters, with a view to establishing closer 
links of solidarity and winning greater opportunities to achieve the goals 
set forth in each case, they therefore resolve: 


1) To welcome the sister republic of Panama most warmly on participation in 
the meeting of foreign ministers of the republics of the region. 


2) To use the term Central American isthmus or Central America to include 
the nations of Guatemala, £1 Salvador, Nicaragua, Honduras, Costa Rica and 
Panama. 


3) To institutionalize the meetings of the ministers of foreign relations 
of th. Central American nations, which will be held regularly three times 
a year for the purpose of agreeing upon joint positions on matters of 
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collective interest. Similarly, extraordinary meetings will be held when 
aome matter urgently requires conaideration. 


4) To achedule the next meeting for 20, 21 and 22 June, to be held in the 
city of Managua, Nicaragua, at which meeting, in addition, the date of the 
next will be eet. To thie end, the secretariat general will have ite head- 
quarters in the country where the next meeting of ministers will be held. 


5) To inetitutionalize the meetinge on the level of the general directore 
of the minietries of foreign relations, to be held two or three weeke prior 
to the meeting of ministers in the host country. 


6) To inetitutionalize meetings of the representatives of these countries 
in international bodies and conferences, with a view to holding monthly 
consultations about the meetings in which they are participating, as well 
as in connection with matters of procedure and the development of their 
work, in an attempt to establish joint positions. 


7) To designate representatives of the ministries of foreign relations to 
participate in the majority of international meetings on specialized 
subjects, eo that the proper coordination will exist. 


8) They are resolved to provide mutual support to Central American candi- 
dates for poste and seats on international bodies and conferences. 


9) In view of the importance of the next extraordinary assembly on inter- 
American cooperation for development and the second round of global 
negotiations, they agree to incorporate in the agenda for the next meeting 
of general directors of the ministries of foreign relations a detailed list 
of the subjects to be considered at that conference, with a view to agreeing 
on joint positions for the Central American isthmus and encouraging more 
active participation in defense of the interests of the region. 


10) The foreign ministers of the Central American isthmus nations assert 
their profound interest in strengthening relations with the Andean Pact 
member nations, taking into account the common ideals, in particular the 
repeated effort to strengthen democratic institutions as the suitable 
source for the development of law, social justice, and the principles which 
inspired Bolivar's concepts which lay at the origin of the spirit of Latin 
American cooperation. 


Ill. Central American Integration 


The meeting of ministers of foreign relations of the Central American 
isthmus, whereas: the process of Central American integration should be an 
effective tool for political, economic and social development to the benefit 
of the peoples of the area; whereas: the various regional forums have in- 
dicated the limitations of the integration tools for properly meeting the 
current and future requirements of the process; and whereas: in the 
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resolutions adopted by the 12th meeting of Central American economic 
ministers, the need to reorganize the Central American Common Market was 
confirmed, resolve: 


1) To reiterate the political desire of the Central American nations to 
reorganize the Central American integration process in overall fashion, as 
well as to express their satisfaction with the progress achieved in this 
sector and, in particular, by the resolutions adopted at the 12th meeting 
of Central Americen economic mintetere. 


2) To urge the economic minietere of Central America to accelerate the 
atudy of this reorganization in order to have new tools, within the short 
run, to promote the development of the region to the benefit of the great 
majority and with the participation of all sectors of the population. 


3) To begin consultations in order to establish the foundations which 
must underlie the negotiations to achieve the reorganization of other 
aspects of regional integration. 


4) The Republic of Panama reiterates ite interest in the process of economic 
integration of the Central American isthmus and will participate in the 
study and work done in this connection as an observer. 


5) Since the Union of Banana Exporting Countries (UPEB) is a valuable tool 
for strengthening the economic independence of the member countries, and 
being persuaded that the Multi-National Banana Marketing (COMUMBANA) agency 
is the basic mechen'em of a multi-lateral nature designed by the member 
countries for the precees of the international marketing of bananas, the 
meeting resolves: 


To reassert ite most definite support of the consolidation and strengthening 
of the UPEB and the COMUM®ANA. 


6) In a joint effort to facilitate the solution of our common problems, as 
well as the protection of the collective interests, this meeting has agreed 

to reactivate the Organization of Central American States (OCAS), resolving 
that at the preparatory meeting of the general directors of the ministries 

of foreign relations to be held in Managua in the month of June, an exhaustive 
study of the OCAS will be undertaken. 








To this end, the delegation frow El Salvador will submit for the considera- 
tion of the government a report on the current situation of the organization. 


IV. Miscellaneous Subjects 
1) Joint Energy Sector Policy 


The meeting approved the establishment of a common front in the energy 
sector for the purpose of:

a) Seeking a continuing and effective supply of ofl products and waging a 
battle to obtain preferential prices, taking statue ae countries in the 
process of development into account; 


b) To render mutual actentific and technical collaboration in an effort 
to find new sources of energy; and 


c) To recommend a meeting of bodies responsible for the energy policies 
in each of the isthmus countries, with a view to adopting the policies 
defined in thie field. 


2) Maritime Probleme 
The Central American foreign affaires ministers, in view of the fact: 


1) That the increases in freight rates approved by the maritime conferences 
have a serious effect on the economies of the countries in the region; and 


2) That this situation makes it necessary to establish joint positions in 
defense of the economies of these co tries, 


Resolved: 


To establish a common front on the regional level for the purpose of 
obtaining just and reasonable freight tariffs from the maritime conferences. 


The foreign relations ministers of the Central American isthmus republics 
urge support by the cou..cries in the area of the economic recovery plan in 
Nicaragua and the renegotiation of its foreign debt. 


Whereas, the war of liberation in the sister republic of Nicaragua has left 
behind as one of its consequences the destruction of its productive centers, 
and 


Whereas, the ministers responsible for Central American economic integration, 
at their 22nd meeting, studied the question of support by the countries in 
the area of the economic recovery plan of Nicaragua and the renegotiation 

of its foreign debt, resolve: 


a) To manifest their sympathy for the efforts pursued by the national 
reconstruction government of Nicaragua in the economic recovery plan and the 
renegotiation of its foreign debt; 


b) To confirm the resolution approved by the ministers responsible for 
Central American economic integration at their 12th meeting held in San Jose 
on 23 February 1980 (Appendix B is attached). 


4) The Central American isthmus foreign ministers agree to invite the 
Dominican Republic to attend the next foreign relations ministers’ meeting 
to be held in Managua, Nicaragua on 20, 21 and 22 June. 
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In witness whereof, the undersigned ministers of foreign relations of the 
Central American republics sign this document in six true copies, at 

Casa Amarilla, the headquarters of the Costa Rican Minitatry of Foreign Rela- 
tions, at 2000 hours on 15 March 1980.

The ministers in charge of Central American economic integration, having 
heard the position of the national reconstruction government of Nicaragua, 


l. Aware of the economic reality being experienced in that country, where 
the following vital needs exist: 


a) Resolution of the supply of basic products to the people; 
b) Reactivation of the economy, with special emphasis on industry; 
c) Resolution of the acute problem of unemployment resulting from the state 


in which the country was left as a consequence of the national liberation 
war; and 
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d) Maintaining national unity with a view to reconstruction, and 


2. Recognizing the urgency of approving measures allowing the prompt and 
timely solution of the economic and social problems of Nicaragua, 


Has agreed upon the following: 


1) To support the measures of the national reconstruction government of 
Nicaragua oriented toward the renegotiation of its foreign debt; 


2) To urge the international community to provide positive and concrete 
financial support for the reconstruction of Nicaragua; and 


3) While the necessary studies to provide safety clauses are being made, 
to recognize the need for Nicaragua to make flexible use of the tools 
currently provided by the Central American Common Market, and to adopt 
the measures necessary to correct its supply problems and achieve the 
immediate reactivation of its economy, provided this does not threaten 
regional production being carried out under the proper conditions.

PERUVIAN NAVY MINISTER IN BRAZIL DENIES ARMS RACE

[Text] Brasilia, 28 Apr (LATIN)--Peruvian Navy Minister Adm Juan Francisco 
Egusquiza has stated that Peru is a peace-loving country, and that it is 
replacing its arms only to avoid history repeating itself. 


Admiral Egusquiza told LATIN that the Peruvian Armed Forces will respect 
the results of the presidential elections in May. He added that Peru has 
shown its human solidarity by taking in some of the 10,000 Cubans who took 
refuge at its embassy in Havana. 


Admiral Egusquiza, who came to Brazil a week ago for an ll-day official 
visit, has met with President Figueiredo and high-ranking Brazilian 
officials. 


Admiral Egusquiza told LATIN that the aim of his visit is to forge closer 
relations between the navies of the two countries. He denied that his 
mission is to purchase Brazilian military equipment, even though he ad- 
mitted the possibility of doing so in the future. Although local 
journalistic sources reported that Egusquiza's mission is to buy 
Brazilian military equipment, he said: "The purpose of my visit is not 
to buy military equipment." He denied that Peru is in an arms race and 
pointed out that Peru is just replacing its military equipment to avoid 
expensive maintenance of obsolete equipment. 


Admiral Egusquiza also stated that "Peru does not want land outside its 
own territory,” nor does it want to claim territory lost to Chile after 
the Pacific War. He stressed that "Peru is a peace-loving country," and 
that it is replacing its military equipment to protect the country's 
wealth and territory. He added: "We do not want history to repeat itself. 
We want to control our destiny.” 


Admiral Egusquiza said that Peruvian foreign policy is besed on mutual 
respect and that internally the armed forces are working to promote condi- 
tions to insure education, health and food for the people. He pointed out 
that "the only solution" for Latin America is for all countries "to work

VANCE'S DEPARTURE VIEWED AS VICTORY FOR 'HARDLINERS'

Commentary by Roberto Pablo Guareschi: ‘Goodbye Cyrus Vance, a Shared 
Defeat" ) 


[Excerpt] Cyrus Vance “lost” to Zbigniew Brzezinski because he was an 
anachroniem in U.S. politics. Recently some analysts described him as 
the “creator” of an “historic turn” in U.S. policy which involved chang- 
ing from interventioniem (in Vietnam and Latin America) to the support 
of movements which seek changes, that is, of something which could be 
vaguely defined as "progressivien." 


Piret of all, we must point out that the inventor of this doctrine was 
Zigniew Brzezinski, and his guidelines have been repeatedly echoed by 
the entire administration, starting with Carter. But thie took place 
at the beginning of the government of the clear-cut Democratic victor 
who offered an alternative to the "pragmatic" policy conducted by Nixon 
and hie predecessors, who were not squeamish about offering their alli- 
ance to the most discredited regimes in exchange for support and 
economic advantages. 


Purthermore, we must add that although officially speaking this doctrine 
ie still effective, it seems to be on its way out because of projects 
promoted by Brzezinski and one of his staunchest allies in the cabinet, 
the head of the Pentagon, Harold Brown. The creation of "quick deploy- 
ment forces” to intervene in the Middle East, the Persian Gulf, Asia and 
also the Caribbean confirms this new “historic turn" and the attempted 
military operation in Iran is further evidence. 


At the beginning of Carter's administration there was little room for 
conflict. Vance and Brzezinski pulled together for the approval of the 
Panama treaty, the Egyptian-Israeli accords and even SALT II. 


But conflicts soon emerged. The ‘noninterventionist" doctrine did not 
stop Brzezinski from imposing the proposal to send a military force to 
Nicaragua, a proposal which Vance himself had to put before the OAS in 
June 1979. 
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Thies was by no means the firet conflict; the origin of the struggle 
probably stems from the existence of two concepts on how to face global 
competition from the Soviet Union, UBreesgineki favore--while recognising 
the "changes" in the world=-a much more aggressive attitude toward Moscow 
on all levels, because he believes that Soviet power has become great 
enough to “make the solving of regional conflicts much more difficult.” 


Thie ie the eame ae saying that the Soviet Union is capable of imposing 
ite will in the only type of conflict which .4% possible today, if we rule 
out a nuclear holocaust. 


The stationing of U.S. missiles in Europe and the manufacture of the 
fabulous MX missiles, announced shortly after the signing of the SALT Ti 
agreement, are measures dictated by that view of reality. 


The Soviet intervention in Afghanistan was the coup de grace to the point 
of view held by Cyrus Vance, who refuses to conceive of Soviet policy as 
a “vast plan to surround and destroy the West" and believes that the 
leaders in the Kremlin have interests of their own in maintaining peace 
and, consequently, are inclined toward negotiation and understanding with 
the United States. 


When the Soviets entered Afghanistan, stating that they had been called 
in by a government which did not aseume power until after the Red Army 
had "mopped up" all resistance in Kabul, James Carter stated his com- 
plete disappointment in his counterparts in Moscow, 





Did he have any reasons to feel that way? Only from his own point of 
view. From the Soviet point of view, the operation was initiated after 
warning Washington that Moscow could not tolerate military support to 
the Afghan Muelim rebels and after warning about the “consequences” to 
which the stationing of missiles in Europe might lead. 


Vance's fall is not ouly the defeat of hie political line; it is the 
defeat of the whole U.S. foreign policy, including Brzezinski's line. 


"No-win Cy" [given in English) they call him in Washington, recalling 
all the defeats of the Carter administration; in fact, those defeats 
have been possible because, so far, the whole government has not known 
how to guide coherent policies. 


The United States loudly protested the presence of Soviet troops in Cuba 
(one of Brzezinski's ideas) and then declared that they did not threaten 
U.S. security (Vance's thesis). The United States asked Europe for 
sanctions against Iran in order to prevent a “military alternative" (a 
State Department effort), while it prepared and executed a small-scale 
invasion of Iran (backed by Brzezinski).

The list could be made longer. its only purpore ise to show the U.S. 
inconsistency produced by the struggle between two concepts (between 
clashing interests) rather than between two men. 


If the growing Soviet power makes the solving of regional conflicts more 
difficult (they are in fact conflicts between the superpowers through 
intermediaries), as Brzezinski etates so well, the U.S. embarrasement 
has done nothing elee but encourage Soviet boldness. 


It ie# probable that the new Carter, the “disappointed” man who has to 
win hie reelection, will now want to make up for lost time and at the 
same time win back the sectors which have been in favor of larger 
investments in armament. For some time they have had better chances; 
Vance was directly excluded from the discussions of the military plan in 
Iran--already the victim of an “ostraciemn." 


If the present conditions are projected in an attempt to guess the 
future, somber prospects appear at once: greater tension in Central 
America and the Caribbean, for instance, where a race is being run 
between Cuba (the Soviet Union) and the United States for several of the 
new nations and some of those traditionally friendly to the United 
States, such as Nicaragua, El Salvador and Honduras. 


Greater tension can also be foreseen in Europe, where the statements 
praising Vance now sound like criticisms of Carter; this is natural, 
since the Europeans are on the probable “firing line." The Soviet news 
agency NOVOSTI spoke yesterday of West Germany's “military ambitions" 
and stated darkly: “The German territory has as a matter of fact become 
an objective for a counterattack in case of conflict." 


There are other zones where an aggravation of the crisis can be fore- 
seen. But the projection of the present into the future is an uncertain 
procedure. The wishes of the dominant sector in Washington will have to 
face realities and national interests. 


It is true that that sector now has better possibilities of imposing its 
policies. Vance's departure looks like the end of a deadlock; the 
“hardliners” and the “hawks"--the hardest expression of U.S. economic 
and military interests, whatever they are called--have won. But that 
fact in itself does not guarantee greater consistency. It does not even 
guarantee a correct policy from the point of view of U.S. national inter- 
ests or from the point of view of its allies in the world.

[Excerpt] Buenos Aires, 24 Apr (NA)=-Social Democratic Party [PSD] lead- 
ers Ghioldi, Giannoni and Dellepiane have told the interior minister that 
it would be a “big mistake” to give constitutional power to the armed 
forces for political decisionmaking. 


They stated that thie type of power will politicize military institutions, 
with subsequent undesirable consequences. They also indicated that "after 
the struggle against subversion that we have been through, let us hope 
that from now on the procedures to suppress crime can be carried out in 
accordance with laws, as befits a civilized people." 


Ghioldi, Giannoni and Dellepiane met with the interior minister in the 
eighth meeting of the so-called political dialog which was launched by 
the armed forces on 26 March. The meeting lasted 5 hours, the longest 
held with the interior minister. Ghioldi indicated that the government 
should clearly define "the motives behind the dialog,” which in his view 
should be aimed at “searching for the right path to reinstate constitu- 
tional order in the country." Otherwise, he warned, "this political 
dialog will be just a series of futile talks.” 


Giannoni revealed that Minister Harguindeguy told them that "it is not 
the intention of the government to sponsor the formation of a political 
party.” Giannoni, in turn, told the minister that “it is not the func- 
tion of a government to sponsor the formation of political parties." 
While Dellepiane added that “political parties cannot be artificially 
created. 


The three leaders commented on the meeting when asked if they talked with 
the interior minister about forming a progovernment political movement 
composed of the Social Democratic Party, the Progressive Democratic Party 
(PDP), and the Christian Democratic Union Party [PUCD].

DAILY SCORES CHILEAN TRADE WITH MALVINAS ISLANDS

[Editorial: "The Chilean Presence in the Malvinas Islands") 


[Text] Reliable Chilean press sources are reporting the “reopening” of 
trade between Chile and the Malvinas Islands. The sources stated that 
this trade is very promising. The first stage consists of the purchase 
of 20,000 sheep from the Malvinas, to be slaughtered in Chilean meat 
packing plants in Punta Arenas for export as canned meat to Europe and 
the Middle East. The sources indicate that in a few years, Chile will 
be able to receive up to 250,000 sheep. Chile is proposing to supply 
the Malvinas Islands with food, oil and other products in short supply 
in the islands. The report also emphasizes the contacts made by Chilean 
businessmen with British officials of the Malvinas Islands in an environ- 
ment of great cordiality. The governor, who has just assumed his new 
position, reportedly even held prior meetings with Chilean businessmen 
which permitted the “exchange of ideas on the future of relations with 
Chile beneficial for the islands." 


These facts, considering that the shipment of livestock from the islands 
to Chile has already begun, cannot and must not be ignored by our of fi- 
cials and national public opinion. From the political point of view, 
this strange trade becomes suspicious. Although Chile has labeled this 
operation as a “reopening” of economic relations, the truth is that even 
if this were so, this trade had a prolonged interruption of more than 30 
years. This proves that the Chilean-Malvinas trade is practically 
unnecessary. Notwithstanding other circumstances which we will point 
out, it is necessary to indicate that this is not the appropriate time 
for Chilean interests to appear--with the intention they seem to advo- 
cate--in the area near the Malvinas, when difficult matters of 
sovereignty with Chile are currently being discussed. This "reopening" 
or intensification of trade relations does not seem justified in prin- 
ciple. Chile, in the southern Magellan Strait area, has enough sheep 
production; and if this is not sufficient to fulfill its requirements 
Argentina, just across the border, is producing the same product. It 

is fanciful for Chile to trade with the Malvinas Islands to provide 
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themselves with sheep; therefore, it would not be hazardous to attribute 
an indirect political connotation to this new tormal Chilean-UK economic 
relationship over unredeemed Argentine territory. The apparently very 
cordial negotiations with British officials presuppose not only an 
explicit recognition but the international strengthening of the islands. 
Therefore, this belies the friendly Chilean attitude toward Argentina 
and also weakens Chilean solidarity with Argentine demands on its rights 
over the Malvinas Islands. The Argentine claim over the Malvinas Islands 
is at ite most active stage. The Chilean interference, even under the 
label of private business initiative, does not show the necessary good 
judgment. It has been announced that Chile will supply the Malvinas with 
oil, a product which is supplied by Argentina to the islands within a 
political and economic framework which--why not say it--favors the 
Argentinizacion of the few people in the islands. it is clear that 

Chile will come in to compete with our national policy, weakening its 
near and future effects. This is why we say that this is not a friendly 
attitude toward our country. 


There is also another situacion which should be brought up under the 
present circumstances when Chile is trying to extend its territorial and 
maritime area over the southern Atlantic. Years ago, during the British 
colonization of Bridges in Ushuaia, and of those who preceded them in 
the heroic adventure of navigating the Beagle Channel, the Malvinas 
Islands became the natural center of supply--a logistic center, in the 
current concept--of the area of Argentine Tierra del Fuego which was 
used for the first efforts of geographic reconnaissance and coloniza- 
tion. This geopolitical background is perhaps being evaluated by the 
Chilean mentality concerning international policy, which is always on 
the alert. 





From a strictly formal point of view, the Chileans can say that these 
trade negotiations are a normal event in the economic lives of nations, 
and that these negotiations had to be conducted with the officials who 
are currently governing the islands. But in view of past and current 
events, the truth is something else. Chile seems to have disregarded 
this truth, and it is necessary that Argentina does not do so.

[Text] Brasilia, 30 Apr (TELAM)--In an exclusive interview granted to 
this agency, Brazilian Mines and Energy Minister Cesar Cals stated that 
Brazil is ready to broaden its cooperation with Argentina in fields such 
as nuclear energy, hydroelectric projects and oil exploitation. 


The following is the text of the interview given in connection with the 
forthcoming visit to Buenos Aires of Brazilian President Joao B. 
Figueiredo, which is scheduled to take place between 14 and 17 May: 


[Question] What will be the effect of President Figueiredo's visit on 
future Argentina-Brazilian relations? 


[Answer] President Joao Figueiredo's visit to Argentina will give rise 
to a broad dialog designed to seek joint solutions in keeping with the 
interests of the two countries, and in some cases with the interests of 
other countries of the continent, such as the international accord on 
the construction of the Itaipu and Corpus dams on the Parana River. 


[Question] What sort of cooperation can Brazil offer within the sphere 
of action of your ministry? 


[Answer] It can offer cooperation in the field of nuclear energy for 
peaceful purposes and in the field of interconnection of power lines. 


[Question] Will the Brazilian-Argentine projects to take advantage of 
the hydraulic power of the Uruguay River be implemented as a result of 
the visit? Should this be the case, could you specify the projects? 


[Answer] The hydraulic potential of the Uruguay River on the Brazilian- 
Argentine border justifies the construction of hydroelectric dams on 
this river. We believe that the best way to implement those 
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hydroelectric projects will be found, The preliminary studies carried 
out jointly by Bragil and Argentina indicate that Guaraki should be the 
first project. 


[Question] What portion of Brazil's crude ofl needs will be satisfied

[Answer] PETROBRAS International (BRASPETRO) is ready to begin talks 
aimed at future participation in oil prospecting in Argentina. 


[Question] Would Brazil view with satisfaction the participation of 
Argentina's YPF in the exploitation of Brazilian oil by means of a risk 
contract? 


[Answer] Yes, Brazil wants the cooperation of enterprises from various 
countries to help its efforts to expand its oil production.

CARAZO-FORMER PRESIDENTS' CONTROVERSY REPORTED 
Former Presidents’ Letter 
San Jose LA NACION in Spanish 14 Mar 80 p 6A 


[Text] Former Presidents Jose Figueres Ferrer, Mario Echandi Jimenez, 
Professor Jose Joaquin Trejos fernandez and Daniel Oduber Quiros yesterday 
issued a manifesto to the nation in which they suggest solutions to our 
problems. 


Here is the text of the documents 
Costa Ricans: 


The national and international crisis that is facing Costa Rica demands 
that the nation make a positive response, This will only be possible if 
the response is based on a consensus of Costa Ricans in areas of common 
understanding between the government and the various democratic political 
parties. the organized groups of our society, the workers, management and 
all of their families, all of whom make up the fatric of our nation, 


Among the problems, which are known to all, the following can be resolved 
quickly and effectively: 


1) Weakening of national solidarity and of governing authority, which has 
led to a lack of confidence here and abroad; 


2) Lack of law enforcement and weakening of the nation's juridical system; 
and 


3) Lack of a coherent policy in the economic and social spheres, which in 
turn causes: 


a) Lower productivity, especially in the agricultural sector, and failure 
to develop a national energy program; 


b) High cost of living; 








c) Fiscal crisis; and 
oh) Housing shortage 


The solution to all sections of point 3 should be considered a means to 
promote a more just society and to teidge social gaps; it should be noted 
that at this time of crisis no economic problem can be fully resolved if 
there is no reduction, or at least containment, of public and private spen- 
ding, as well as true austerity in all activities, 


The executive tranch and the parliamentary factions of the denocratic pol- 
itical parties, particularly those who are in the majority, have an obliga- 
tion to work together in order to serve the country's needs, fulfill their 
election promises and carry out their programs, for obvious ethical reasons, 
Any shortcoming will give rise to doubts about governments in general, and 
a dangerous loss of faith in democratic institutions. 


We feel that the tasks we must undertake demand the encouragement of a coop- 
erative, sincere and serious attitude. As human beings, we also committed 
errors during our administrations, errors which we sincerely and seriously 
recognize. We believe that we should all recognize our mistakes in a like 
manner, so that we can begin to work together on building a better Costa 
Rica, 


The Political Constitution says in Article 18 that "Costa Ricans shall obey 
the Constitution and the laws, serve the nation, defend it and contribute 
funds for public expenditures." It also sets forth, as the culmination 

of all its precepts on social policy, the goal of "fomenting a continual 
policy of national solidarity” (Article 74 in fine). The above not only 
constitutes a guideline for citizen behavior, but also orients the nation 
toward the consolidation of its historic identity, which became united 

in the past during other times of crisis, and has been able to come to 
terms with the dangers and attain victory. 





Today, with more reasor than at other times, we respectfully remind our 
compatriots that democratic stability and the general well-being of the 
country are in danger. in many respects, these assets come before the 
interests of the parties involvedy therefore, only those who are able 

to rise above mutual hostilities wili be able to find stable and effective 
ways of living together. It is also important for the people to regain 
their faith that public life will lead to true progress, always maintain- 
ing respect for the juridical order and relying on the solid pillar of 
political integrity in government. Thus, liberty, democracy and the values 
that have given our republic its duly earned reputation, will all be guar- 
anteed forever. 


Neither the government alone, nor a party or group of people can solve today's 
problems. In fact, certain provisions that affect everyone have proven to 

be ineffective. Some omissions have dashed hopes, resulting in a loss of 
confidence and disunity in the nation. The hope for real solutions seems 
very remote at present. 
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So that our initiative will yield prompt results, we suggest that the pres- 
ident of the republic strive to achieve national solidarity and unity and 
the effective implementation of the above points by proceeding immediately 
to reorganize his cabinet and ‘ the approval of members and through 

the appropriate legal channels) the boards of directors of the autonomous 
agencies. He should replace these people with others who have been iden- 
tified with the goals outlined here. The new members of the cabinet and 
boards of directors must have the confidence of those of us who are willing 
to strive for the unity of the nation by supporting the programs and the 
government with troad-based national backing, 


Our suggestion should not be interpreted as a criticism, or as personal 
dislike for any of the current officials. We simply believe that, as an 
external manifestation of the internal decision by the government to seek 
areas of understanding among all the democratic political parties, the meas- 
ures we have put forth should be taken. Furthermore, the new officials 
should promise the country that they will work as a team and seek the sol- 
utions demanded to the problems we mentioned earlier. In this manner, the 
duly coordinated bills, executive decrees, administrative regulations and 
general policies can be drawn up and approved as soon as possible, in ac- 
cordance with the needs of the nation. 


In this, our first declaration as former presidents of the republic (a posi- 
tion which unites us in honor and prestige but which also obliges us to 
constantly search for what is best for the people of Costa Rica), we pro- 
Claim that the fundamental issue lies in the fact that a sincere, serious 
and united attitude in meeting the needs of the common good is a sine qua 
non for the achievement of a genuine policy of moral, economic and social 
progress in freedom; and that the nation has every right to achieve this 
goal, 


For this purpose we must change our attitudes and come together, starting 
of course with those who hold high public office. No Costa Rican can remain 
indifferent to this situation.

I have always beer open-minded, and have respected the deci- 
sions of the ‘her branches of governnent., Unfortunately, this has not 
a&lwaye been the case in Costa Rica, Reoently I explained my policy on econ- 
omic and social issues, which is no longer Just 4 theoretical policy but 

& practical application which is seeking the solution to problems affecting 
the majority in essential areas such as health, housing, rural and urban 
property, recreation, protection of peasants, community health, potable 
water, agricultural production, and in general all areas of national interest, 
We are struggling to build a more just society, and we have made major strides 
forward in terms of public spending and the solution of fiscal and monetary 
problems, 


I believe that there is complete harmony among the decentralized institutions 
and the Central Government. We should all be concerned about whether the 
Legislative Assembly is really working for the good of the nation. If leg- 
islative efforts were productive, we could achieve a lot for Costa Rica. 


Political stability depends on a respect for the right of suffrage. This 
respect is not limited simply to accepting the electoral victory of a party 
and its candidates, but pervades all activities, meaning that there should 


be no attempt or desire to participate in a government the electorate has 
not voted for. 


All parties are represented in the Legislative Assembly, and there is no 
harmony. But there is harmony in the teamwork that we are engaged in in 
the central administration. I cannot imagine an executive tranch made up 
of people of varying ideologies, If that were to happen, we would have 
all the characteristics of a parliament in our government. 


I will accept and study al) the recommendations and ideas you presented 
regarding national problems. You know that the note you sent me is very 
general, with no concrete suggestions or specific recommendations. I urge 
that specific measures we taken regarding national p-oblems, and I promise 
you I will study them assiduously. 


I would like to hear your points of view on the formal documents which I 
personally gave you at the Casa Presidencial last 2 October concerning 
education, fiscal problems and energy. I have awaited your response for 
nearly 6 months. and I would like you to send it to me as a token of the 
rapprochement you advocate in your letter, which I fully support. 


Don Jose Fig.ieres is right in abstaining from supporting the replacement of 
high officials, not only because their appointment is the exclusive prerog- 
ative of the president according to the Constitution, but also because these 
officials are doing their jobs solely for the benefit of the nation. 


I am answering you immediately by return mail because Don Oscar Barahona 
has told me that some of you are leaving the country next week, Since I 
have commitments on the southern border with President Aristides Royo of 
Panama, aud later with the Semiannual Meeting of the Inter-American Press 
Association here in San Jose, I will not be able to see you before you 
leave.

ENVOY VIEWS CANCELLATION OF CARAZO'S U.S. VISIT

[Text] The country lost a number of benefits by preventing President 
Rodrigo Carazo Odio from traveling to the United States, according to 
Jose Rafael Echeverria Villafranca, Costa Rican ambassador to the 
United States. 


The diplomat described the constitutional provision that obliges the 
president to request permission to leave the country as archaic. 


The following are the statements made by Echeverria Villafranca in this 
regard: 


I have learned that some deputies from the liberation as well as the 

unity parties plan to amend the constitutional provision which prevents 

the president of the republic from leaving the country without prior 
authorization from the legislature. Perhaps that provision was important 
when it was established, but today, in my opinion, it is definitely archaic 
and should be updated to keep it from hindering the activities of the 
country's top official, who, it must not be forgotten, has the assistance 
of the nation's vice presidents. 


As Costa Rican ambassador to the United States and the OAS I am able to 
closely observe and assess the reactions and concerns which developed 

in Washington circles in response to the announcement that the short visit 
which the president of the republic planned to make in May had been 
canceled. 


There had been great expectation within the U.S. Executive Branch in view 
of the conditions and the climate of agitation that unfortunately prevails 
at this time on the Central American Isthmus. For persons who are know- 
ledgeable and familiar with international affairs, the Carter-Carazo 
meeting undoubtedly had favorable overtones as a possible contribution 

to the achievement of democratic equilibrium in the Central American 
countries, aside from the fact that several members of the congress and 
Senate had expressed interest in talking with the Costa Rican President. 


I personally believe, as I have said on other occasions, that it would 
have been of incalculable value to our country for President Carazo to 
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have met with these dignitaries in order to consolidate the image of peace 
and respect in which we live and the eminently democratic social justice 
which our country enjoys. 


Ae far ae the kind invitation of the OAS secretary general for the president 
to vieit the seat of that important international forum is concerned, it 

la regrettable to realize that 4 great opportunity has been lost for our 
president to have paid tribute to Costa Rica as an example to the world 

of respect for human rights, democracy, demilitarization and a continuous 
search for progress in the economic, political and social areas. 


I believe that the meeting with the press, vadio and television in Washington 
would have hee. 4 very appropriate occasion for disseminating to all the 
states of the union and for informing the world that the oasis of peace 

that is Costa Rica works daily for the welfare of its inhabitants and 

there is concern with cooperating in resolving, in a generous and fraternal 
manner, the problems of the inhabitante of other countries, while always 
observing the principles of international law. 


in the areas of tourism and commerce, the results would have been of great 
value, since the cost of a message of the kind that the president planned 
to give would definitely have been beyond the country's economic means.

Finally, also very important was the honor being conferred on Costa Rica, 
with Georgetown and Bridgeport universities granting honorary doctorate 
degrees to our president. The prestige and category of these institutions 
are well known, and it is regrettable that the receipt of these distinc- 
tions should have had to be left for another occasion. 


In conclusion, it only remains for me to say that as a Costa Rican, more 

than the attitude of the legislative assembly which unfortunately committed 
an error, I deplore the fact that there should exist a rule so absurd as 

to prevent the president of a country that is a universal example of 
democracy and freedom {rom traveling internationally to carry out the 
mission entrusted to him by the inhabitants--to further Costa Rica's 
progress. I hope that in the nea. future our deputies will amend their 
inappropriate situation and the president of the republic will have enough 
freedom to carry out his efforts for the benefit of the citizenry in general.

COMMENTARY SCORES CUBAN REFUGEES NOT WORKING

(Text) The arrival in Costa Rica of a group of Cubans as refugees does 
not mean that this country is going to be turned into a center of tolerance 
for bums of the world. Cubans or not, the exiles must work, not in the 
places they choose, but in places where this country needs manpower. 


If they flee from Cuba, it is because they prefer to work in another 
country, but they cannot become parasites of society. The government 
of Costa Rica was not prepared to receive the Cubans, who were not told 
they had to work here. 


Yesterday, we reported that Cuban women had refused to help out in the 
kitchen and that men did not want to help with the cleaning either. That 
is, they are considering themselves free guests of the people of Costa 
Rica--a nation with many problems and many needs. 


The government must make it clear. It must speak to them and define their 
immediate future. It should create a farming colony and it should send 
them to rural areas where manpower is needed. Much of our production is 
lost for lack of men wanting to go to the fields. The Cubans, who now 
have a new home, should be sent out to work. The exiled Cubans who do not 
want to work or who do not respect the laws of this country and its 
traditional morai norms had better return to Fidel Castro. And what we 
say stands for all the foreigners coming from other countries. 


In the past, the Chilean communists sought refuge in the universities 
instead of going out to plant. Communist or not, any foreigner who 
comes here should not come as an office clerk, but should be sent out 
to produce in the fields, where manpower is more urgently needed. And 
the government should be firm and clear on these demands.

VENEZUELAN OBSERVER EVALUATES OVERALL SITUATION IN CUBA 
Caracas EL UNIVERSAL in Spanish 10 Apr 80 Sec 1 p 12 
[Article by Luise Esteban Rey) 


{Text} If one observes the discordant internal situation in Cuba a little, 
one could reach the conclusion that the recent statements made by the revolu- 
tionary government (which display the whole gamut of the well-known vocabulary 
of an excited Fidel) are more than anything else for internal consumption. 
That, of course, does not diminish the seriousness of the aggression against 
Venezuela and Peru but it appears to be intended to galvanize spirits and 
wille that have slackened appreciably at home--possibly with the exception 

of the governing elites--after 20 years of a revolution that aroused so 

much enthusiasm or interest throughout the world to degenerate into an 
ordinary communist dictatorship in a state that is perhaps more dependent 

on a foreign power today than it was two decades ago. 


It is impossible to believe that the thousands of persons who have sought 
asylum in the Peruvian Embassy, like those who have been doing so for some 
years in the Venezuelan Embassy, are mostly “criminals, anti-social class 
misfite, vagrants and parasites" as well as homosexuals. There are all 
kinds in the lord's vineyard but it runs very much against the grain to 
accept as valid the labels fired off in the Havana statement aimed at 
discrediting the significance of the mass asylum. 


The anger that spouts from the Cuban statements would appear to be a subcon- 
scious expression refiecting at the popular level the failure of a badly 
directed and worse executed policy. As for the venomous language against 
Venezuela and Peru, which undoubtedly seeks to evoke past situations and 
confuse the legitimate defense in the face of Cuban intervention in support 
of subversive movements in our countries with the intrigues and heavy 
handedness of Yankee imperialism against Cuba, it responds--as we have 
already indicated--to that intention to toughen the spirits but also unques- 
tionably to instill fear in the dissidents and the people in general. 


What is really going on in Cuba? The political--and police--regimentation 
of Cuban society has undoubtedly been effective. The growth of the number 
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and importance of the armed jorce Ae converted Cuba into an obviousiy 
militarized society. There is atrict control over people. Very little can 
be done that escapes the knowledge of the aucnorities, But this so-called 
“success” disappears when one analyzes the economic and, therefore, social 
situation, After 20 years of socialist revolution, of supposed higher stagus 
of material and epiritual development of the oeople, Cuba depends to a 
greater degree than before on a eingle crop: sugarcane. And it survives 

by virtue of the enormous Soviet aid that exceeds $8 million per day throug) 
various financial mechanieme. And as far ae the epirit and thinking goes, 
conformity, when not cynicism, predominates. 


Cuba's least S~year plan was fulfilled only 30 percent. Rationing continues 
and in some respecte it is more atrict. There is a great shortage of meats, 
fate and medicine. There has been a resurgence of tuberculosis and the 
people's living conditions have not improved appreciably. The revolution 
has eliminated illiteracy and takes pains to educate=--in ite own fashion, 
of course--children and youth. But precisely when one learns to read and 
write and there are plenty of schools, people become more aware of their 
rights despite constant Marxist propaganda and become more demanding. For 
that reason, in today's Cuba, one notes a cartaln ferment of discontent 
even among the youth, among the generation that has been born and raised 
under the aegis of the revolution. 


The men whose age ranged between 20 and 30 when the revolution was victorious 
and who today may have, I would say, an active life, and in some way exercise 
influence over the new generations, remember very well that one lived better 
in prerevolutionary Cuba than today. One who visited Cuba in the fifties 
saw a country under dictatorships or corrupt democratic governments but one 
where the average living standard was acceptable. 


Loss of Revolutionary Drive 


One could concur that Cuba was an underdeveloped country but, as also occurs 
now, there are different levels of underdevelopment. In his book, "The 
Guerrillas in Power,” by K.S. Karol--a leftist writer well known in Europe 
and America, one cf those enamored of the Cuban revolution in the 
beginning--published 10 years ago, rejects the argument invoked by Cuban 
authorities that Cuba's difficulties in social and economic development 
were due to the fact that it was a Third World country. “This explanation," 
noted Karol, “is easy and much too simplistic. Before the revolution, Cuba 
was not the Congo, by any means; it could not be considered an ordinary 
undeveloped country. Even without opening up a debate about its economic 
level in 1959, suffice it to recall that it has undergone a deep revolution 
of a socialist type which has stimulated the energies and has given its 
people an immense thirst for knowledge. If 10 years after that outburst we 
find in Cuba phenomena characteristic of countries that have never known 
comparable hopes, it would be better to speak of a slackening of revolutionary 
enthusiasm rather than of underdevelopment." (This was one of the very 
sincere criticisms Karol made of the Cuban situation, which naturally earned 
him a barrage of violent retorts from Havana, with the inevitable accusation 
that Karol was a CIA agent.)

Very well, that losa of revolutionary drive that had dissolved in the growth 
of a bureaucracy attached to what some call the "philosophy" of the least 
effort that extended to the majority of the workers, especially to those 
who perform hard work euch as the famous "volunteer" canecutters is now, 
10 years later, even more serious and more obvious. That situation, in 
addition to the growing absenteeism, explains why the growth of the Cuban 
economy is one of the lowest in America, It is estimated that from 1959 
to the present, it hae not exceeded an average of 2.5 percent. The last 
harvest totaled 1 million tons less than forecast, partly due to a cane 
blight that has been spreading in recent years. A similar thing happened 
with tobacco. 


Bureaucracy, indolence, corruption at various levels, bad administration, 
rationing, the rigidity of a system that limits freedoms and even the move- 
ment of people, the booming of the black market in complicity with high 

and middle-level officials caused a crisis in 1979 and in early January 
caused a major shakeup in the executive apparatus, with changes in the 
leadership of almost all departments and the elimination of others. 


That ministerial crisis had been preceded by speeches and warnings by Fidel 
and Raul Castro, who complained about the lack of discipline, indolence 

and absenteeism prevailing in the country. In July 1979 Fidel delivered a 
speech in the National Assembly in which, in addition to denouncing the 

lack of discipline in the operation of the railroads, concluded by saying 
that it was necessary “to put an end to negligence, nepotism, and favoritism 
at the public administration and local government levels in the provinces, 
municipalities, etc." 


The changes were followed by a tightening of the police control system. 

The veteran Ramiro Valdes returned to the Interior Ministry and Sergio del 
Valle returned to the command of the Committees for the Defense of the 
Revolution. These are two “hardliners” who had elready proved their effi- 
ciency in the early days of the revolution. It was commented that the 
measures adopted might be the result of an increase of the masked opposition, 
although street crime had also increased. It is well known, and it was 
reported by the world press, that in the latter part of 1979 anti-Castro 
posters had appeared on the walls of city districts and leaflets had circu- 
lated attacking the revolutionary government for the suffering of the popu- 
lation, especially for the food situation. It is reported that some petards 
were even set off. Reinforcement of the police power put an end to the 
protests. But, of course, it did not put an end to the reasons for then. 


The Economy: the Basic Problem 


And this is the basic problem. Absenteeism, negligence, misconduct, 
bureaucratic foot-dragging, the relaxation of the popular enthusiasm of the 
early days and of the revolutionary drive are now more visible and are not 
going to disappear without a basic change in economic policy; change in 
which there will be an end to the privileges enjoyed by the governing elite, 
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the "red oligarchy," as the peocpie call them, who buy products diiticult 
to find in other piaces in stores lo which oniy high canking officials have 
access, the same as Certain piaces where (hey spend their vacations. That 
is, the faults that exist in the other communist countries, where the 
leaders enjoy advantages unknown Co the rest of the population, are being 
repeated in Cuba. 


The popular discontent over the serious difticuities that are being faced 
after 20 years of revolution has increased with the influx of tourists from 
the United States to the island, especialiy of Cubans and Cuban-Americans, 
which was made possible thanks to the opening in this regard "hich the 
Castro government permitted. The visit of Cuban exiles to meet with their 
families inteneified in the last ¥ months of 19/9. This gesture, whicn 
made it possibile ‘or relatives and friends separated for many years .o “weet 
again contributed to increasing further the irritation of a large number 

of Cubans who confirmed by various means the Jdilierences in standards ot 
living and fortune between those who left and were now returning for a few 
days and those who had remained, awaiting the tenefite of the revolution 
or because they could not leave. 


Already in the spring of 1979 there had been warnings about the consequences 
of those visits. It was believed that the increase of tourism by Americans 
and Cubans living in the United States could "subtly erode the standards 

of accepted austerity and sacrifice preached by the leadership of the 
country for a long time." It was added that che presence of thousands of 
well-dressed and well-equipped people loaded with presents for their friends 
and relatives, especially clothing, canned goods and electronic apparatus 
“could accelerate the process of demand from below in Cuban society." As 

a matter of fact, that is what happened. Perhaps Castro and his strategists 
had anticipated instead a reduction of tensions--apart from the considerable 
influx of dollars--as a result of the increase of Yankee and Cuban tourism 
but everything seems to indicate that the effects have been very different 
from what had been expected. 


The problem of the Cuba. economy has much to do with the distortion it 

has been undergoing and the efforts that have been demanded from it. In 

the first place, as a member of CEMA, Cuba directs almost all of its foreign 
trade toward the member-countries of that community and particularly the 
USSR, which alone represents 60 percent of all trade with those countries. 
This means that a good part of the economy of Cuba is planned in terms of 
its trade with CEMA countries, which certainly do not fail to be demanding. 
That perhaps explains the little development of Cuban industry--except for 
steel and cement, in addition to nickel, of which it is a big producer--and 
its emphasis on agriculture but especially on sugarcane. 


The U.S. blockade has partly forced Cuba to rely on Russia and CEMA, not 
forgetting that it traded with many other countries in Europe and Canada. 
But it is well to keep in mind that in a speech delivered last November 
before party leaders, Raul Castro emphasized that it is now time to stop 
attributing every ill of.the Cuban economy to the blockade. 
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The War in Africa 


In the second place, to bureaucracy, absenteeiem, the tendency toward less 
effort, negligence and other faults that are explained by the harshness of 
life and by the fact that although the common man has money, the worker is 
deprived of many things because of shortages and rationing, we must add the 
effort that the presence of Cuba in Africa demands. It is certain that 
Russia underwrites the major part of the expenses of transportation, arms 
and logistics in general, but in any case, Cuba covers another part of them 
to maintain the tens of thousands of men it has sent to African countries. 
It is well at the same time to point out that thousands of skilled workers 
are participating in the war effort in Africa, and there is no excess of 
that type of worker in Cuba. To the faults and deficiencies already pointed 
out we must, therefore, add the lack of skilled workers in the country 

and on the other hand, the doubling of the military budget--from $400 to 
$800 million--between the wars in Angola and Ethiopia. It is understood 
that there have been complaints in certain levels of the Cuban leadership 
over this absorption of workers caused by the adventures in Africa because 
of the harm it does to economic development. 


Goering had already said during the war that youcannot have guns and butter 
at the same time. The same could be said in Cuba with much more reason, 
because Cuba is a small country with very limited resources, more and more 
dependent on a single crop, which tries to carry out the foreign policy of 

a big power. Regardless of how much help it receives from the Soviet Union, 
whose global strategy it is serving, after all, the war effort has to have 

a negative effect (not counting dead and disabled) on the internal situation 
of the island. The supposed glories of the Cuban Army in Africa, the noise 
Castro makes about the internationalist tasks he is carrying out do not in 
any way remedy the seriousness of the internal situation. 


But even for the fulfillment of those internationalist tasks, Castro is 

uow facing very serious problems. Elected champion of the nonalined and 

the Third World some months ago, he now finds himself before the serious 
dilemma posed for him by the USSR in invading a country of the Third World: 
Afghanistan. Up to now, Cuba has not been able to justify the Soviet inter- 
vention in that Southwest Asian country, as it did when the Red Army entered 
Czechoslovakia, which, in any case, was part of the Soviet Bloc. But he 
found himself forced to vote in the UN General Assembly against the resolu- 
tion condemning Russian invasion, which was supported by a substantial 
majority of nonalined countries. 


What Is Cuba Pursuing? 
And now in our region, for already known reasons, reacting almost in 
desperation, Cuba hurls all sorts of abuse at Venezuela and Peru. Venezuela 


is an observer in the nonalined group and Peru is an actual and fully 
accredited member of that same group. Both countries have exhibited their 
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independence in the area of foreign policy, and in ite capacity as a member 
of OPEC, Venezuela ia fighting resolutely today as it has in the past--and 
not without a certain success--for greater help to Third World oil-consuming 
countries, especially the newly developed. The visit which President Herrera 
has just made to Revolutionary Nicaragua and the program of cooperation with 
that country, particularly with regard to oil, clearly reaffirms the inter- 
national position of our country. 


What is Cuba pursuing? What is ite policy in the Caribbean and in Latin 
America? To isolate itself at a time when the panorama in our area is 
becoming bleaker and more critical? Perhaps it would be more important and 
advisable, therefore, "to dispel mistrust and seek solutions that will lead 
to mutual eecurity" as the statement of the Venezuelan Foreign Ministry says 
in part, in reply to the violent reaction of Havana as a consequence of the 
regrettable events that have occurred at the Peruvian Embassy.

[Text] nNisciplinary infractions of leaders include failure to meet

individual responsibility in the exercise of their duties and fail- 
ure to systematically use the methods of criticism and, if applica-

Leaders and administrative officials who commit disciplinary infrac- 
tions will be punished, within the system of the organ or organiza- 
tion to which they belong, by private admonition, admonition in front 
of the council of the corresponding level or the executive committee 
of the local organ of people's government, a fine of 5 percent to 
100 percent of a month's wages and temporary transfer to a lower- 
level position of leadership for not less than 1 month nor more than 
6 months, among others,

Announces: That the Council of State has approved tt veing: 


Whereas: The leaders and state administrative officials «° all le- 
vels of organizations, budgeted units and enterprises must observe 
the strictest discipline in their labor conduct so that those who 
have the revolutionary honor of holding those positions will also be 
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those who respond with the greatest demand to their complex respon- 
sibilities and highest duties and thus constitute true examples of 
attitude toward work, austerity, modesty, self-denial, revolutionary 
energy, ability and efficiency; 


Whereas: The socialist state must have special and exceptional le- 
gal instruments that guarantee the strictest discipline in the ful- 
fillment of duties by leaders and officials, establishing standards 
of conduct whose violation must be punished by appropriate adminis- 
trative disciplinary measures without affecting penal or material 
responsibility; and 


Whereas: The wurkers' disciplinary systems do not cover violations 
of labor discipline committed by leaders and state administrative 
officials who should be known for their administrative superiority; 


Therefore: The Council of State, in use of the prerogatives con- 
ferred on it by clause c of Article 88 of the Constitution of the 
Republic, dictates the following: 


Decree-Law No. 36 on Discipline of Leaders and State Administrative 
Leaders, 





Chapter I: Generalities 


Article 1. The objective of the present decree-law is to establish 
norms to govern the discipline of leaders and state administrative 
officials as well as disciplinary measures applicable in case of 
violation of the same, 


Leaders of state administration will be construed as workers at any 
level of state administration who permanently or temporarily hold a 
position of leadership, defined as such in the corresponding organic 
structure, and have prerogatives of decision and command with the 
corresponding duties, prerogatives, obligations and, consequently, 
are included in the mentioned occupational category. 


Officials will be construed as those workers who have specific pre- 
rogatives, are in charge of activities like advice, studies, re- 
search, inspection, supervision and other similar activities or who 
have some decision-making authority. 


Article 2, Leaders and administrative officials are not subject to 
general labor legislation concerning immobility, labor discipline 
and disciplinary measures, 


Nevertheless, when there are leaders or officials who, at the same 
time, are technicians at any level, the following are applicable to 
them: 








a) As leaders or officials, the provisions of the present decree-law 
and its regulations, 


b) As technicians, the specific legislation or regulations or other 
disciplinary regulations applicable to technicians. 


Article 3, Identification of the position of leader or official to 
which the above article refers should be recorded, in each case, in 
the appointment to fill the position, 


Chapter II: On Disciplinary Infractions 


Article 4, The following are disciplinary infractions by leaders 
and officials in the exercise of their positions: 


a) To fail to meet the quota for personal work or the quota of the 
activity under them, through negligence or any other cause within 
their control, 


b) To fail to demand fulfillment of work quotas and tasks by their 
subordinates, 


c) To fail to consistently apply principles of collective leadership 
and individual responsibility in the exercise of their duties or to 
fail to systematically use the methods of criticism and, if applica- 
ble, self-criticism as well as other leadership principles and meth- 
ods suitable for leaders of a socialist state, 


ch) To fail to act diligently on commitments they contracted in gen- 
eral assemblies or assemblies of workers representatives and other 
union meetings. 


d) To fail to advocate participation of labor groups in the discus- 
sion of technical and economic quotas and their supervision based 
on government policy. 


@) To be personally responsible for lack of fulfillment of an econo- 
mic contract as established by the appropriate arbitration organ, 


f) To cause economic harm, intentionally or through imprudence, to 
the state or its enterprises because of orders given by then, 


g) To dictate or propose obviously unjust resolutions or provisions. 
h) To organize work in such a way that it means irrational or unpro- 
ductive use of the work force or of material or financial resources 


or harms the interests of the unit or its customers. 


i) To fail to attend their work center or obligatory meetings with- 
out justification or to attend late, 
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Jj) To violate the provisions on state secrets or reveai iniormation 
about production or services which constitutes an administrative 
secret, 


k) To violate the provisions on physical safoty or fire prevention 
without justification, 


1) To falsify information that they must provide, provide it with 
mistakes or fail to provide it on time or hand in the proposed quota 
late, 


m) To violate tne established provisions on the cadre policy. 


n) To adopt an unsuitsh'e orocoduce intentionally in order to delay 
the solution of a matter unnecessarily or deiay tnat procedure with- 
out justification, 


n) To yive up duties that correspond |) “ie.r positicns, 


©) To omit or refuse without justification to carry out a duty or an 
action imposed on them because of their positions or duties, 


p) To exercise their duties contrary to law or to any other obliga- 
tory provision, 


q) To realize or permit others to realize any deed that affects the 
training of students at an educational center where they work or 
that is under the organ, organization or enterprise where they work. 


r) To fail to comply with required billing, collection and payment 
systems through negligen-e or any other cause within their control, 


s) To fail to carry out inventories of material resources through 
negligence or any other cause within their control, 


t) To fail to appropriately use tne uniform classification of pro- 
ducts and the official lists of prices and rates through negligence 
or any other cause within their control. 


u) To violate the established limits for staffs. 


v) To fail to transmit to their subordinates the corresponding dir- 
ectives, guidelines or regulations dictated by the appropriate 
authorities, 


w) To fail to conclude economic contracts within the terms estab- 
lished by the appropriate authority through negligence or any other 
cause within their control, 
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Article 5. The following are disciplinary infractions by leaders 
and officials with respect to their relations with their subordinates; 


a) To impose disciplinary measures unauthorized by law or to violate 
the requirements stipulated in legislation so that the subordinate 
on whom the measure is imposed is defenseless, 


b) To fail to demand compliance with the workers' disciplinary 
regulations, 


c) To fail to request or impose, if pertinent, disciplinary measures 
on their subordinates when necessary. 


ch) To cover up disciplinary infractions committed by other leaders, 
officials or workers, 


d) To fail to report irregularities in work schedules or absences 
of their subordinates, 


e) To violate other provisions on labor policy. 


f) To show disrespect or mistreat other leaders, officials or work- 
ers verbally or physically. 


9g) To fail to comply with measures on work safety and hygiene with- 
out justification, 


h) To fail to advocate effective evaluation of the workers, 


i) To fail to consider existing regulations in the appointment, 
hiring and transfer of workers, 


3) To employ or promote leaders, officials or workers or permit 
their subordinates to do so for the sole reason of friendship or 
relationship or any motivation other than the social interest of 
applying the correct policy. 


k) To violate wage regulations and those re.ated to accumulation and 
distribution of funds for economic stimlation,. 


1) To fail to carry out any other obligations of their positions or 
orders or instructions received from their superiors which are 
within their prerogatives through negligence or any other cause 
within their control,

a) To fail to respond systematically, promptly and appropriately to

b) To fail to take care of the customers of the services that they 
direct systematically, with proper courtesy, respect and diligence, 


c) To grant or permit others to grant illegai advantages for the 
acquisition of products or services, 


ch) To order or approve the Sale oO: products OL survaces Wal ace 
incomplete in composition, weight or measure or not the es tabiished 
quality without proper authorization and ini ormation to the buyer, 


d) To permit acceptance of merchandise ox services over or under 
the officially established price, 


e) To fail to demand from their subordinates compliance with norms 
on giving service, quality, weight au, wasv. of mexcnandise and 
proper treatment of the public. 


f) To demand, receive or permit gifts or services from people in ex- 
change for approval of a job request, privileged service, delivery 
of resources or the exercise of any other duty inherent to their 
positions. 


Article 7, The following are disciplinary infractions by leaders 
and officials with respect to the goods and resources under their 


responsibility or custody: 


a) To appropriate or permit others to appropriate said goods and 
resources illegally. 


b) To damage the goods by their personal action or omission or as a 
consequence of their vrders or to permit others to damage them, 


c) To fail to adopt measures within their control to prevent the 
goods under their custody, whether state or personal property, from 
being taken, mislaid, damaged or rendered useless, 


ch) To fail to adopt measures within their control to maintain su- 
pervision and proper condition and maintenance of the basic means 
under their responsibility through negligence or any other cause 
within their control. 


d) To conceal or permit others to conceal merchandise or goods in 
the inventories, 


@) To grant or deliver material or financial resources without pro- 


per authorization or without approval in the plans or to squander 
them or lead others to squander then, 
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f) To use or permit others to use, for their own personal interest, 
materials; land, sea or air vehicles; equipment; implements; or 
tools without authorization or outside the established norms, 


g) To give away products or services without authorization or out- 
side the established norms, 


h) To use improperly or mistreat goods and equipment that they re- 
ceive because of their positions or for the fulfillment of their ac- 
tivities, including equipment destined for personal use, 


i) To use the services of workers under them improperly, for per- 
sonal interest or for another, through their position or 
responsibility. 


3) To spend foreign currency without justification. 


k) To fail to demand material responsibility for damages that their 
subordinates cause in the goods or resources under their 
responsibility. 


Article 8. The following are disciplinary violations with respect 
to their relations with their superiors, with other leaders or offi- 
cials and with workers not under them: 


a) To fail to treat them with due respect and consideration, 


b) To ask them to do illegal activities or ones that violate norms 
of the appropriate authority, 


c) To give leaders and officials of other organizations or obtain 
from them advantages for themselves or for others concerning acqui- 
sition of products or services, whether or not in exchange for per- 
sonal benefits. 


Article 9, The following are disciplinary infractions by leaders 
and officials with respect to compliance with socialist law: 


a) To fail to comply with existing legal provisions, whatever their 
rank, judicial sentences, arbitration decisions or any other obliga- 
tory provisions in the exercise of their functions. 


b) To fail to comply with measures that the governing organizations 
of the branch or activity in question dictate in the exercise of 
their duties, 


Article 10, The following are disciplinary infractions by leaders 
and officials with respect to their personal conduct: 
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a) To obtain as & consequence of thei: personal action or to accept 
benefits or advantages of any type derived trom their administrative 
position, overstepping legal prerogatives, 


b) To use or permit their subordinates to use, for their personal 
recreation, any installation or equipment belonging to the state 
without proper authorization, 


c) To use or permit their subordinates to use, for their personal 
interest, the services of construc*ion units, housing maintenance 
or repair and maintenance of equipment ot the organ or organization 
where they work. 


ch) To receive, directly or through an intermediary, a gift, cour- 
tesy or any other advantage or benefit or request or demand one or 
accept a promise to execute or omit an act related to their duties, 


d) To attend their work center undw: tre intluence of alcohol or 
become intoxicated during the performance of their duties, 


@) To commit a crime that affects their activities as leader or 
official, 


Chapter III: On Disciplinary Measures 

Article 11, One of the disciplinary measures indicated below will 
be imposed on the leaders and administrative officials who commit 
disciplinary infractions within the system of the organ or organiza- 
tion to which they belong: 

a) Private admonition, 


b) Admonition in front of the council of the corresponding level or 
the executive committe of the local organ of people's government, 


c) Fine from 5 percent to 100 percent of a month's wages, 


ch) Temporary transfer to a lower-level position of leadership for 
not less than 1 month or more than 6 months, 


d) Temporary transfer to a nonadministrative position for not less 
than 1 month or more than 6 months, 


e) pemotion to a lower-level position of leadership with disqualifi- 
cation to be promoted for 1 year. 


f) nemotion to a nonadministrative position with disqualification to 
be promoted to leadership positions for 2 years, 
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9g) Complete dismissal from the position whach implies dismissal from 
the system of the organ or organization, 


The superiors of the leaders and officials must point out their er- 
rors to them even if they are not disciplinary infractions, 


Article 12, When a leader or administrative official who has been 
the object of clause g of Article 11 is placed in another organiza- 
tional system or is transferred to another system in compliance with 
clauses ch, d, @ and f, the leader who has the power to appoint him 
must first evaluate these circumstances and obtain approval from a 
superior within his own system who is at least at an equal or simi- 
lar level as the one who imposed the disciplinary measure, If the 
measure is imposed by the head of a central state administrative 
o.ganization, the head of the organization to which the violator is 
transferred must also get the opinion of the member of the Executive 
Committee of the Council of Ministers that services that organization. 


The result of the evaluation as well as the consultation must be 
recorded in the appointment to the position if the appointment is 
made, 


Article 13, When the disciplinary measures in Article 11 are im- 
posed, the importance and seriousness of the error committed, its 
consequences, concurrent circumstances, greater or lesser effect, 
the intention of the violator, his labor history and his present 
conduct as well as whether or not he is a repeater must be consid- 
ered. Also the political and social history of the violator mst 


be evaluated, 


Article 14, Temporary transfer or demotion of a leader or official 
to a lower-level position includes, in all cases, the application 

of the wage corresponding to the new position or job as well as the 
loss of those working conditions that he enjoyed because of his for- 
mer position. 


Chapter IV: On Jurisdiction 


Article 15. Those qualified to impose disciplinary measures on 
leaders and officials under them are as follows: 


a) The members of the Presidency of the National People's Government 
Assembly for the leaders and officials of auxiliary offices or of- 
fices that support the assembly. 


b) The vice presidents of th. Council of Ministers for leaders and 
officials of their own offices and of the centers and branches under 
the Council of Ministers that they service, 
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c) The heads of the auxiliary offices ox offices that support the 
Council of State and the Council of Ministers and its Beecutive Com- 
mittee and the head of the Office for Servicing Local People's Gov- 
ernment Organs for leaders and officials of these offices, 


ch) The heads of central state administrative organizations for 
leaders and officials under them, including the heads of branches 
and other work centers adscript to those organizations, the heads 
of territorial delegations and the directors of the system's 


enterprises. 


d) The heads of missions abroad for all the leaders and officials 
under them, 


@) The chief arbiter of the National Arbitration Organ for leaders 
and officials of the System of Arbitration Organs with the excep- 
tion of the arbiters of the central state administrative 
organizations. 


f) The heads of territorial delegations of central state administra- 
tive organizations for leaders and officials under them, 


g) The assemblies or executive committees of provincial organs of 
people's government for members of those executive committees, lead- 
ers and officials of their administrative offices and other branches 
and directors of enterprises under provincial control, 


h) The assemblies or executive committees of municipal organs of 
people's government for members of those executive committees, lead- 
ers and officials of their administrative offices and other branches 
and directors of enterprises under municipal control. 


i) The directors of enterprise unions and directors of enterprises, 
whether under national or local control, for leaders and officials 
under then, 


Article 16, The heads of the central state administrative organi- 
zations and the executive committees of the local organs of people's 
government, as an exception when sufficient elements advise it, can 
delegate the prerogative of imposing the disciplinary measures of 
admonition or fine to leaders not listed in the above article. 


Article 17. The organs that appoint the vice ministers and vice 
presidents of the central state administrative organizations, in- 
cluding the vice ministers and first vice presidents, impose the 
disciplinary measures on them although the heads of the central 
state administrative organizations can impose measures of admonition 
or fine on then, 
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Chapter V: On Imposition of Disciplinary Measures 


Article 25 [as published). When an empowered authority must impose 
disciplinary measures on a leader or administrative official because 
objective reasons require it, the following occurs: 


a) The alleged violator is given written notification of the charges 
made and its decision to impose a disciplinary measure and temporary 
suspension from his position and wage or temporary transfer to an- 
other position for a maximum term of 30 calendar days when the ser- 
iousness of the case or circumstances require it until the final 
resolution is passed, 


b) The accused leader or official will present his response within 
5 legal days after notification with indication of the evidence that 
he plans to use. 


c) The evidence of the empowered authority and that of the accused 
are taken within 10 legal days after the term indicated in the above 
clause. 


ch) Based on the results of the evidence and the evaluation of the 
circumstances mentioned in Article 13, the empowered authority will 
dictate its resolution within 30 days after the date of initiation 
of the proceedings. If this term is exceeded, the causes for the 
delay will be included in the resolution, 


Before dictating the resolution mentioned in the above paragraph, 
the empowered authority, if it feels it is necessary, will consult 
the Leadership Council or Business Council, depending on the case, 
This prior consultation is obligatory if the disciplinary measure 
is complete dismissal or demotion to a nonadministrative position. 


Article 26, If the deed that led to initiation of the disciplinary 
proceeding has the nature of a crime, the empowered authority will 
make the facts known to the attorney general without affecting the 
proceeding in the above article, 


The imposition of disciplinary measures on leaders or administrative 
officials is independent of the results of any penal procedure that 
might be initiated. 


Article 27. If the alleged violator does not agree with the mea- 
sures imposed on him, he can appeal to the authority that imposed 
them, requesting revision within 10 legal days after notification 
of the resolution, That authority will decide the appeal within 10 
legal days after it receives it,

istrative organization, he will consult with the member of the Bxe- 
cutive Committee of the Council of Ministers that services that

If the request is considered inappropriate, it will be denied in a 
resolution, If it is declared appropriate, a new resolution will 
be dictated, 


Article 32, Outside of the cases indicated in Articles 27, 28, 30 
and 31, there is no other administrative appeal of the resolutions 
of the empowered authorities, In no case can the violator initiate 
or promote a judicial appeal, procedure ox demand against those 
resolutions, 


Article 33, The empowered authorities, when they consider it appro- 
priate, can create a commission consisting of leaders or officials 
of the same or higher level as the alleged violator to make the ne- 
cessary investigations and transactions, 


Article 34, There will be reappointment to the position, payment 
of uncollected wages and corresponding moral reparations for the 
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accused who was suspended from his position and wages or transferred 
temporarily and is exonerated from the charges, 


When the accused is exonerated, the resolution for the authorized 
appeal or review will order the corresponding moral and material 
reparations. 


Chapter VI: On Prescription and Rehabilitation 


Article 35, The action to initiate the disciplinary procedure for 
disciplinary infractions by leaders and administrative officials 
will be carried out within 30 legal days efter the date when this 
knowledge reaches the empo’’ 9d authority. The statute of limita- 
tions expires 2 years fron .ne date when the violation was committed, 


Article 36. Any leader or official who is the object of a disci- 
plinary measure is rehabilitated administratively in not less than 6 
months or more than 3 years once the measure is completed; this is 
established by the authority in the resolution imposing the measure 
in consideration of the factors indicated in Article 13. 


Rehabilitation means recovery by the violator of all his rights. 


Article 37, The term for rehabilitation begins on the date that 
the disciplinary measure is completed. 


A leader or official who has been the object of a disciplinary mea- 
sure is considered rehabilitated at the end of the established term 
of rehabilitation if he has maintained correct labor, social and 
political conduct during this time, 


Article 38, The term of rehabilitation will be interrupted if the 
violator commits a new infraction during that time, In that case, 
rehabilitation will occur after the length of time established for 
the first rehabilitation plus the term established for the second, 


Transitory Provisions 


First: The Executive Committee of the Council of Ministers is in 
charge of dictating the regulations for application of the present 
decree-law within 30 legal days after the date of its publication 
in GACETA OFICIAL DE LA REPUBLICA, 


Second: The State Committee for Labor and Social Security is in 
charge of dictating, within 30 legal days after publication of the 
present decree-law in GACETA OFICIAL DE LA REPUBLICA, the methodo- 
logical instructions for the state administrations to submit for its 
approval or for approval by the labor offices of the provincial and 
Isla de la Juventud organs of people's government within the next 
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6 months the identizication .« the positions in their staffs that

Consequently, the violations that they commit will be 
made known to the authorities through the procedure established in 
it, 


Second: The Council of Ministers is authorized to set the amount of 
indemniagation for damages and economic harm chat the administration 
must pay in the case of imposition of disciplinary measures subse- 
quently revoked as well as the procedure to determine that indemni- 
zation and amount in each case.

No, 36 on discipline of leaders and state administrative officials 
published in yesterday's issue. They are as follows: 
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Article 18, The organ that appoints the ambassadors imposes disci- 
plinary measures on them although the minister of foreign relations 
can impose measures of admonition and fine on them, 


Article 19, The heads of missions abroad can only impose measures 
of admonition and fine on the leaders and officials under them, The 
remaining measures can be imposed on these leaders and officials by 
those who have the prerogative to appoint then, 


Article 20, The authorities empowered to impose disciplinary mea~- 
sures on the leaders and officials directly under them are also em- 
powered to impose them on subordinates of lower-level authorities 
within the same system, 


Article 21. The empowered authorities are responsible for the dis- 
cipline of leaders and officials under them and are obliged to im- 
pose disciplinary measures on them if they have committed any dis- 
ciplinary infraction or to pass on the corresponding proposal if 
the measure that they feel should be imposed is not within their 


power. 


Article 22, Administrative leaders who are not empowered authori- 
ties are obliged to propose to these authorities the imposition of 
disciplinary measures when they are aware of disciplinary infrac- 
tions committed by leaders and officials under them, 


Article 23, The executive committees of the local organs of people's 
government are empowered to impose the following disciplinary 
measures: 


a) Those established in clauses b and c of Article 11 on members of 
the executive committee itself, excluding the chairman, 


b) Those established in clauses b, c, ch and d of Article ll on the 
administrative directors and directors of enterprises, 


c) Those established in clauses e, f and g of Article 11 on the ad- 
ministrative directors and directors of enterprises temporarily, 
reporting to the assembly for ratification or modification, 


ch) All the measures established in Article 11 on other leaders and 
officials of their administrative offices and other branches, 


Article 24, The disciplinary measures in clauses ch and d of Arti- 
cle 11 are not applicable to members of the executive committees of 
the local organs of people's government, The imposition of those 
in clauses e, f and g of the same article correspond to the respec- 
tive assemblies which implies revocation of the violator's mandate 
as set forth in the regulations of the provincial and municipal as- 
semblies of people's government,

FEBRES CORDERO DISCUSSES ROLDOS-BUCARAM CONFLICT 
Guayaquil VISTAZO in Spanish 21 Mar 80 pp 10-14 


[Interview with Leon Febres Cordero, by Roberto Aspiazu; date and place not 
given] 


[Text] [Question] In your opinion, how serious are the political implications 
of the flare-up in the power struggle? 


[Answer] I think that they are serious; because we must agree that, although 
we attained democracy after a difficult course of action, namely, the Return 
Plan, since 10 August, the date when the constitutional government was initi- 
ated, the country has not had one day of political peace. And there is no 
doubt that political conditions of this type are not at all conducive to the 
economic development which the country needs so much. 


[Question] What is your theory to explain the persistence of the power strug- 
gle? 


[Answer] I maintain that there is no power struggle, per se, in the country; 
but there is a struggle for power among the members of the Bucaram, Roldos, 
Hurtado triangle, with Dr Hurtado as the apple of discord and all three strug- 
gling for power. Now then, Mr Bucaram realizes that the one who is truly go- 
verning is Dr Hurtado, and that is what has caused his deep resentment toward 
his former protegee, President Roldos. 


[Question] Isn't that assessment that the one controlling the executive branch 
is the vice-president, rather than the president, perhaps slightly subjective? 


[Answer] No, by no means. Take note that the Christian Democratic or Popular 
Democratic Party, a party sheltered by the CFP [Concentration of Popular For- 
ces] so as to come to power, controls CONADE [National Development Council] 
the importance of which to national coexistence is undeniable, through the 
vice-president. It is also in control of the Ministry of Education, in 
which the cultural and educational reform that the country desires and needs 
so badly must be initiated. In addition, it controls the Central Bank, the 
Ecuadorean Housing Bank, the Development Bank and the National Financing 
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Corporation, formerly the Securities Commission, In other words, it controls 
virtually all the lending insticutions in the public sector: It controle the 
SENDIP [National Public Information Secretariat], which is the government's 
official spokesman; and it controle the LERAC [Ecuadorean Institute for Agra- 
rian Reform and Settlement). Hence, I am often inclined to think that the 
one who ia governing is Dr Hurtado, and not President Roldos. And this is 
unfortunate because the Ecuadorean people chose President Roldos as precident 
of the republic, by over a million votes, and not Dr Hurtado. 


(Question) Then you think that the vice-president is playing a more active 
role in this power struggle that is usually regarded as a personal conflict 
between Roldos and Bucaram? 





|[Anewer) Definitely, and it is worthwhile making an important point. When 
President Roldos vetoed the CONADE Law, he chose between his natural ally, 
his perpetual ally, Mr Bucaram, and his current ally, Dr Hurtado; and he 
chose Dr Hurtado. 


[Question) It seems to me that it would have been illogical for him to ally 
himself with Mr Bucaram. 


[Answer}) No, I would say no regarding the natural ally. And this does not 
mean that I like what I shall state politically. But the natural ally of 
Atty Roldos is Mr Bucaram. 


[Question] Can one infer from what you say that Dr Hurtado is accruing some 
advantage from the separation between Roldos and Bucaram? 


[Anewer| I do think that he is accruing an advantage, because he is contin- 
uing, very cleverly, to infiltrate key poste in public administration, through 
his party. I have claimed, and I confirm it, that Dr Hurtado is an intelli- 
gent man, sometimes I think coo intelligent for the interests of the country 
and of President Roldos himself. 


[Question] You sometimes give the impression of harboring some prejudice to- 
ward the vice-president. 


[Answer] Look here, Mr Aspiazu, I am flesh and blood just as you and all 
human beings are; and hence I have shortcomings, just as I think that I have 
good qualities. I have no prejudice toward Dr Hurtado, and this affords an 
opportunity to tell you something for once and for all. Personally, I have 
no relations with Dr Hurtado, nor with President Roldos. With Mr Bucaram, 

I do. I have never been a friend of Dr Hurtado nor of Atty Roldos. I was 

a friend of Mr Bucaram a long time ago, 16 or 17 years ago. It was actua’ly 
a very superficial friendship; but now there are personal matters, personal 
conflicts and personal offenses between Mr Bucaram and myself. 


[Question) Shared by both sides? 
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[Answer] I am not a person who has ever taken a blow; I respond with another 
one. Therefore, they are shared by both sides, as you so aptly put it. How- 
ever,I would like to stress that I have no personal relations with Atty Roldos 
or Dr Hurtado, I do have much opposition to them politically; my political 
and ideological position toward Atty Roldos is well known, and in the case of 
Dr Hurtado it ie very well known, 


po Are you sure that your assessment does not suffer from sectarian- 
lem 


[Anawer] No, definitely, no, There are individuals who use the doctrine of 
Christ, the gospel doctrine of love in private affairs and justice in public 
affaires to capitalize on political positions. I think that the spiritual 

realm, which is faith, doctrine and the Church, transcends material affairs. 


[Question] And why do you, who are a Social Christian, criticize the Chris- 
tian Democrats for adhering to the gospel doctrine? I imagine that you would 
do the same thing yourselves. 


[Anewer) No, no, no; and I am glad that you asked me the question. Because 
Ecuador is the only country in which there is no affinity between the Social 
Christians and the Christian Democrats. 


[Question] Please explain that to us. 


[Answer] I shall explain the reason to you. In 1964 and 1966, Dr Ponce clear- 
ly realized that the Christian Democrats were definitely heading toward a 
Christian Marxism which, although it is difficult to understand, actually 
exists. He formed the Social Christian Party of Ecuador, and made it com- 
pletely independent of all the Social Christian and Christian Democratic po- 
litical central organizations in the world. Because, although it is true 

that we are Chrisi.ans, and believe in certain aspects of the Church's social 
doctrine, we are not bound hand and foot to that doctrine. 


[Question] And they are? 


[Answer] They not only are, but they have interpreted it tar beyond the most 
advanced philosophers of modern Christian doctrine, such as Jolin XXIII; and 
they have accommodated it to their political convenience. And we cannot ac- 
cept that. 


[Question] If the Christian Democrats or Popular Democrats represent, as you 
say, a tendency deeply attached to Marxism, then how do you explain the fact 
that many business owners, both medium and large, whom you know quite well, 
and hence we need not give examples, are affiliated with the Popular Demo- 
cratic Party? 


[Answer] Anyone who calls himself a business owner could never be on the side 
of the Popular Democrats. Anyone who calls himself a business owner is 4 man 
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who must believe in the social marxet economy, who accepts the law of supply 
and demand, who recognizes freedom for economic encerprise, who agrees with 
properly accrued profit, and who believes in private property as a social 
function. Therefore, I cannot understand how there can be business owners 
affiliaced with the Popular Democratic Party, or rather the Chrietian Demo- 
cratic Party; because its economic plank has nothing in common with the social 
market economy, since it calls for putting an end to private property, so as 
to force us into community property. 


[Question] Engineer, returning to the topic of the power struggle, do you 
think that Ecuadorean democracy can stand 5 years of a constitutional tern 
for both the executive and legislative branches, with a power struggle that 
is almost instituttonalized? 


[Answer] I think that the country will have to stand it. I don't know whether 
it has the capacity, but it has to stand it; because the Ecuadorean people 
have paid a very high price to attain a democratic regime, and if it has 
cost those people so much to attain a democratic regime, the country must 
somehow withstand the 5-year constitutional term of President Roldos. 


[Question] How do you view the problem posed by the power struggle in terms 
of an energy diverted from the nation's fundamental problems? 


[Answer] It is very serious, very serious; because, as you have so aptly stat- 
ed in your question, the government's energies, instead of being devoted to 
initiatives which would contribute to Ecuador's prosperity, are devoted to a 
confrontation between those who head the legislative and executive branches. 
Forgive the digression, but I am among those who maintain that the country 
does not need only new legislation in order to progress. I think that there 
is plenty of legislation in the country; it is a matter of putting that le- 
gislation into effect. But, although it is true that {* needs to be refined, 
much of the legislation neec” to be brought up to dsce with Ecuadorean legis- 
lation; and the efforts and initiatives of the execucive and legislative 
branches should be channeled in that direction. And another digression, which 
is part of the first one: You know that, insofar as legislative initiative 

is concerned, there has been none from the executive branch. If my memory 
does not deceive me, the only thing that I can recall is the submission of 
seven bills creating taxes amounting to 2.7 billion sucres. Except for that, 
there has been no initiative from the executive branch regarding the country's 
legislation. 


[Question] Nevertheless, with reapect to the latter point that you mentioned, 
it could be argued that any tnitiative that the executive branch might take 
in that direction would be thwarted by the opposition maintained in Congress, 
particularly by its own fellow ideologists. 


[Anewer] But it is the skill that counts in this respect. President Roldos 
cannot always expect to be the goal-keeper, and the others to be the skaters. 
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I think that it should be the reverse. He should be the center forward, who 
skates, and the others should be the goal-keepers, 


[Question] And in the matter of initiatives on the part of the executive branch, 
how do you view the possibility of a consultation of the people (referendum) 

to decide upon the precarious relationship between the two leading state 
authorities? 


[Answer] Consultation of the people is a constitutional expedient to be used 
at the proposal of the National Chamber of Representatives or of the presi- 
dent of the republic in paramount issues involving the nation, not to dis- 
tinguish or settle matters involving superiority between Mr Bucaram and Dr 
Hurtado, who ie the apple of discord. It is of little concern to the coun- 
try who has supremacy; what concerns the country is constructive solutions 
to the cost of living, education, health, housing, social security, etc. 
Something else in connection with a referendum: The statements by the minister 
of government, an intelligent man who is generally cautious in his remarks, 
unquestionably shocked me when he virtually threatened the legislative branch. 
And, if my memory does not fail me, in public statements printed in the news- 
paper EL TIEMPO, he said that the differences are not between Roldos and Bu- 
caram, but rather between Roldos and the legislative branch. And here, in 
my opinion, he made a serious political mistake, because if we resort to po- 
litical blackmail, and try to threaten the Congress, so as to shorten the 
term in office of the legislators, in violation of the will of the people 
who, just as they chose Roldos for 5 years, selected us, too, as legislators 
for 5 years, the legislative branch has the constitutional authority to re- 
form the Constitution in two discussions. So, we would also be shortening 
the constitutional term of President Roldos in a temporary fashion, to 3 
years, 2 years or 7 months, so that he would go home right now; something 
that would be extremely serious for the country. And, furthermore, you must 
not forget that there can be no consultation of the people or referendum 
without prior intervention by Congress; because if you analyze the Constitu- 
tion, you will find that a consultation of the people can only be held when 
Congress is totally or partially opposed to constitutional reforms submitted 
by the president of the republic, when Congress is opposed to approving in- 
ternational treaties or conventions also submitted by the president of the 
republic, or when the president of the republic totally or partially vetoes 
laws passed by Congress. And, in addition, for a referendum there must be 
a law on consultation of the people, which has not yet been passed. 


[Question] However, you must admit that the consultation of the people is the 
extreme recourse whereby the executive branch can improve its correlation 
of forces in the legislative branch. Or don't you agree? 


[Answer] And if the opposition increases, and if it becomes more serious; 

because we should not forget that the majority in Congress is a result of 

an unnatural pact between a traditional party, the Conservative Party, and 
a populist party, the CFP. But we might find that a renewal of the 
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legislature could give rise to an even more steadfast opposition to the exe- 
cutive branch, That possibility cannot be precluded; in other words, every 
coin has two sides, and there is a risk involved in this, because no one can 
guarantee that the renewal of the legislature would assure the executive 
branch a submissive legislature, 


(Question) There are some who think that the 5-year legislative term is too 
long, and feel that the renewal of the legislature within shorter periods, 
such as 2 years, for example, would foster democracy in terms of a more fre- 
quent electoral exercise. What would your opinion of this claim be? 


[Answer] I think that the legislature is an area of specialization. Not eve- 
ryone is born a legislator; and one learns to be a legislator just as one 
learns to be an engineer, a lawyer or a doctor. And when the legislators are 
learning to be legislators, when the legislators who have no previous experi- 
ence are learning to be constructive toward the republic, I ask in what way 
would changing them strengthen democracy? With a more rapid alternation in 
the National Chamber of Representatives 1 see no depth. 


[Question] Don't you believe that democracy could become jeopardized with the 
co \tinuation of authorities and, from this standpoint, would not the proposal 
for a consulcation of the people be warranted? 


[Answer] So long as the majority of the Ecuadorean people back democracy, so 
long as the entire Congress backs democracy and sc long as the executive 
branch backs democracy, in my opinion, and quite frankly and sincerely, demo- 
cracy is not in danger. 


[Question] Do you discern any possibility of the executive branch's obtaining 
a congressional majority without resorting to a consultation of the people? 
The minister of government appears to be optimistic in this regard.... 


[Answer] The only way in which any executive branch can be assured a congres- 
sional majority is when it takes the initiative with respect to legislation, 
and submits sensible, logical bills. 


[Question] Engineer, do you think that there are coup-oriented sectors which 
aspire to secure backing for their rash attempts from the power struggle? 


[Answer] As I have said before, there are some Ecuadoreans who are affiliated 
with ideologies that do not believe in democracy, and extreme leftist par- 
ties. Let us be honest, they do not deny it, although they share in the 
benefits of democracy, take part in elections, go to Congress, fortunately 
in a minority, an absolute minority, they honestly and truly believe that 

the democratic system is worthless and that their political system is better. 
And hence they must, basically, either consciously or unconsciously, seek at 
all times to upset the democratic regime. 
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(Question) Why do you mention only the extreme left, and not the extreme 
right? Is it perchance non-existent? 


[Anewer) The extreme right has always existed and, instead of advocating 
Marxiem or socialiem, it advocates two theses: either Mussolini's fasciem 
or Hitler's National Soctaliem. 


(Question) And what do you think of the fact that government sectors describe 
you asthe permanent conspirator of the extreme right? 


[Anawer] That makes me laugh, Mr Aspiazu, because, you see, you are young; 
but I was the one who, as president of the Guayaquil Chamber of Industry, 
took the initiative for the strike of the sectors of production, of the liv- 
ing forces, which in 1966 destroyed the dictatorship of that time. Take 
note that I fought against the dictatorship of General Rodriguez, and was 
jailed for 94 days. So, let them call me an extreme rightwinger, let them 
call me a conspirator; I don't care;it is of little concern to me. What 
or concern me is my principles and my conscience; and I am at ease about 
tnat. 


[Question] Were you also an opponent of the triumvirate, or did your good 
relations with General Duran Arcentales prevent you from being one? 


[Answer] I was also an opponent of the triumvirate to which I indicated, on 
constant occasions, errors in its economic policy and in the devious Return 
Plan which it devised to restore legal normality to the country. As for 
whether I am a friend of General Duran Arcentales, I have no reason to deny 
it. Lama friend of General Duran Arcentales, but that does not mean that 
I agree with General Duran Arcentales. In fact, so much so that I was the 
first Ecuadorean, in your presence, in front of your television cameras, who 
told you after the assassination of Abdon Calderon that the military had 
been stained with innocent blood. I have friends of all kinds. General 
Duran Arcentales is a former governor who made some very serious mistakes, 
and he will have to answer for them. But I am his friend; I have no reason 
to deny it. 


[Question] And if the trial of the members of the triumvirate takes place 
in Congress, would your status as a friend prevent you from being impartial 
as a judge? 


[Answer] I give you my word of honor that if, in my capacity as legislator, 
I have to judge General Duran Arcentales, just as I would have to judge a 
brother, heed me carefully, a brother, and I have two, whom I love most next 
to my father, I would judge him with the propriety and integrity that have 
marked all the actions of my life. And if I found him guilty, I would vote 
for the punishment of General Duran Arcentales, or of my brothers. 


[Question] Since we are talking about trials, do you feel excited about the 
possibility of a political trial for the vice president? 
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[Anawer) I think thac it id# a lictie premature to talk about the political 
trial of the vice president. We in the Social Christian Party have assigned 
a group of jurists, headed by Dr Jacinto Velazquez to prepare a legal report 
on the matter, If this report warrants a trial, the party will have to make 
a decision before taking the case to Congress. 


[Question] Do you believe that Mr Bucaram has a desire to remove Dr Hurtado 
as vice president? 


[Answer] I believe that it is on his menu. 


[Question] Owing to a series of coincidences in political positions, there 
has been talk of che existence of an "objective identity" between Mr Bucaram 
and yourself, What would you say about this comment made by the secretary 
general of administration? 


[Answer] I believe that this statement by the secretary general of administra- 
tion is a result of his constantly prejudiced state of mind... 


[Question] The comment has been made in political circles that the purpose 
of the Social Christian Party's initiative in citing the unconstitutionality 
of the Development Plan is to create problems for the government, and, fur- 
thermore, to destabilize it. What would your position be toward this new 
charge of conspiracy? 


[Answer] We are returning to the theory that putting up constructive opposi- 
tion in this country is being a subversive and a conspirator. Is it not 
putting up constructive opposition to try to force the vice president, who 
talks every day about democracy and the Constitution, to comply with the Con- 
stitution? As you know, the vice president has gone so far as to state that 
the Development Plan should continue forward, whether constitutional or un- 
constitutional. This essen*ially demonstrates the deeply totalitarian spirit 
of Dr Hurtado, a result of his ideology. He has no attachment to a system 
of law. A system of law has the virtue of dictating legal regulations and 
abiding by them in practice. But it would appear that Dr Hurtado talks about 
upholding the Constitution, so long as it suits him; but when the time comes 
in which it does not suit him, as is the case now, the constitutionality of 
the Development Plan matters little to him. The only thing efficacious for 
the country, which is not concerned over the supremacy between Bucaram and 
Hurtado, nor possibly the constitutionality of the plan, either, something 
that is more appropriate for jurists, law students or legislators, is that 
Dr Hurtado finally shed his sheep's clothing and show that he has no respect 
for the Constitution, based on his own statements made to the national press. 


[Question] Now that you bring up Dr Hurtado again, what do you think of his 
statement to the effect that if two thirds of the Development Plan are car- 
ried out, the final results of the government's administration will be po- 


sitive? 
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l[Anewer) Well, if they achieve the miracle of making two thirds of the De- 
velopment Plan a reality during the 5-year period, I think that Dr Hurtado 
will not only have to become tipsy on champagne, but will also have to bathe 
in champagne. 


[Question] Why do you say that? 


[Answer] I say it because that plan of Dr Hurtado's is super-optimized; it 
is optimism in its extreme forn, 


[Question] How do you view the possibility of President Roldos' forming his 
own political party, in order to have organizational backing of his own in 
his government endeavor? 


[Answer] If it makes him feel more secure and more effective insofar as the 
progress of his administration is concerned to form one, two, three, four 

or five political parties, that is his problem; although I urge you to re- 
member that he has on his side already two political parties: the Popular 
Democratic Party and the Concentration of Popular Forces, and he has on his 
side a political movement, the Force for Change. Now they tell me that there 
is another political movement: Change and Democracy. 


[Question] Is the CFP a government party or not? 


[Answer] It is definitely a government party, even though Mr Bucaram claims 
that it is not; because its second political personage up until 29 April, 
attorney Roldos, who was its first political personage after 29 April, is 
president of the republic and a member of the CFP. 


[Question] Finally, why do you insist upon being so skeptical and pessimis- 
tic about the results that the present government, which has just completed 
7 months heading the country, can accrue? 


[Answer] When I was a student, I had occasion to have a brilliant professor 
of industrial psychology, a Nobel Prize candidate, who always used to tell 
us: A man is judged by the quality of the men with whom he surrounds hinm- 
self; and on that basis I daresay that President Roldos is doomed.

The 16 chambers belong to the National Federation of Small Industrialists 
chaired by Jose Augusto Bermeo. Therefore, if we are excluded we are 
deprived of the lawful right of participating in the electoral college 
in the selection of representatives on the CONADE and the guarantees 
tribunal. This has triggered a justified reaction by the Pichincha 
chamber, which together with all the provincial chambers, wants this 
mistake corrected and opposes the action taken because it excludes us.

In turn, Bermeo said the regulations issued for the organization and 
operation of the electoral colleges which would nominate the chamber of 
representatives on the CONADE and the guarantees tribunal are unrealistic. 
Every chamber is given a vote instead of giving each member of the various 
chambers a vote. Therefore, he wants the national government to review 
the regulations.

[Excerpt] San Salvador--El Salvador is the oldest military republic in 

the world, Faced with social agitation which the local oligarchy could not 
contain, the armed forces who seized power in 1931 launched a "communist 
hunt" in which 20,000-30,000 people were killed, especially in rural 
districts. Generals and colonels have constantly occupied the Presidential 
Palace since then with two so-called "civilian-military" periods in which, 
as is now the case, the military allowed civilians into the government. 
Aside from brief liberal periods the country has been ruled by "14 families"-- 
coffee barons who moved into industry, commerce and banking in the fifties. 
Some officers are not forgotten according to a saying: "No soldier can 
resist a $100,000 caliber." 


Prolonged People's War 


Faced with mounting opposition the armed forces tried to ensure that they 
stayed in power by using large-scale election fraud. After the 1972 fraud 
the "people's organizations" were formed, first the two biggest organiza- 
tions, the People's Revolutionary Bloc [BPR] and the unified people's action 
front and then the 28 February People's Leagues [LP 28]. In 1975 these two 
movements decided to break with the "election strategy" and launch a 
"prolonged people's war." While advocating "insurrection" as the final 
stage the BPR and LP28 are careful to distinguish themselves from the three 
guerrilla movements one of which has been operating since 1971 and the other 
two for around 3 years (note) (the People's Revolutionary Army, the 

National Revolutionary Armed Forces and the Popular Liberation Forces), which 
they recognize as their "vanguard." BPR Secretary General Julian Flores 
received us in the San Salvador University Students’ Association head- 
quarters. He regards the present government as a "military tyranny" and 

the Christian Democratic Party as the oligarchy's "faithful servant." 

He represents his organization in the masses’ revolutionary coordination 
committee which, since the beginning of this year, has contained the pro- 
communist national democratic union as well as the three people's organi- 
zations. The democratic and revolutionary government program drawn up by 
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the committee at the end of February is not very radical, In addition to 
agrarian reform and the naticnalization of banking and foreign trade, which 
the Christian Democratic Government has just decided to carry out, this 
program recommends the nationalization of big industry ("On a countrywide 
scale: textiles, electrical assembly industry, food products") and of 
electricity distribution, 


Mr Flores added: We will not touch small landowners or small enterprises 
and indeed maintaining these will even be a feature of our government." 
Even more surprisingly the BPR representative said: "This program cannot 
be defined as left-wing. It is merely aimed at offering the country a 
democratic solution while introducing greater flexibility into the economy 
and allowing the oppressed Salvadorans to share profits. 


Therefore, in principle this is almost a Social Democratic program: It 

is therefore easy to understand why the extremely moderate national 
democratic movement, which belongs to the socialist international, supports 
it, "as do some Christian Democratic Party dissidents" and some "inde- 
pendents."’ Mr Enrique Alvarez, spokesman for this new democratic front 

and a "renegade" from one of El Salvador's 14 families, said "this program 
is democratic in that it can satisfy the aspirations of broad sections of 
the population because it aims to attack the oligarchy's domination." 





Have the people's organizations which claim the support of several tens of 
thousands of sympathizers achieved more than a tactical rapprochement--among 
themselves and with the center left political forces? Their "conversion" 

is too recent to be able to tell. 


Mr X...Oligarch 


What about oligarchy? Judging from the armed guard who opened the door of 
the building where we were to meet one of its representatives, it is 
cautious, Mr X, who is around 40 years old and suntanned, told us: "I am 
prepared to meet you but not under my real name." He did not look like a 
discouraged man: "Where is this El Salvador civil war of which your 
newspapers are full?" he said. "Have you not been able to come and go as 
you wished in the country? Where is the left? Has it been seen since 
martial law was declared on 5 March? Don't talk to me about Monsignor 
Romero's funeral. When the first bomb exploded the left hid behind the 
priests' robes.” 


[Question] The junta and the U.S. Embassy think that the San Salvador 
archbishop was killed by the extreme right. Did it not hope for a 
people's uprising which would have been easy to crush brutally as in 1932? 


[Answer] "I rule out any such provocation," Mr X replied. "It was the 
extreme left which killed Monsignor Romero. May his soul rest in peace. 
Let me tell you: He is now treated like a saint. However, I know the 
Bible too: He who sows the wind reaps the whirlwind." 
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[Question] What do you think of the junta's reforms? 


[Answer] "We support constructive changes carried out legally. However, 
this agrarian reform was not expropriation but rather an armed attack, © 
The landowners were not even allowed to take away their spectacles lying 
on the table." 


[Question] What about the banking reform? 


[Answer] "It was not necessary, the government already had all the legal 
means necessary to run the economy." 


[Question] What about the nationalization of foreign trade and the coffee 
industry? 


[Answer] It was carried out to destroy the so-called oligarchy without 
giving any consideration to productivity." In short: "Changes are vital 
but they must be based on an analysis of the country's economic needs and 
not on social resentment of political demagoguery." 


Mr X thinks that the Christian Democratic Party is not necessarily the 
worst solution for his interests. Indeed he fears that, should the junta 
fail the army might be attracted by "technocrats wishing to nationalize 
everything." This viewpoint is not shared by all his fellows. The most 
reactionary would like an extreme rightwing coup. The most lucid among 
them are now in Washington trying to obtain a reorganization of the junta. 


Now that Colonel Majano (that "communist"™) and Mr Morales Erlich ("that 
demagogue") have been removed, there is a place for competent people aware 
of the country's economic needs. It is Mr Robert d'Aubuisson--an officer 
expelled from the army at the same time as 75 generals and colonels after 
the 15 October coup d'etat and leader of the recently formed extended 
national front--upholds this idea. 


Can the present junta survive this maelstrom? Although weaker than Morales 
Erlich pretends to believe but probably less nonexistent than its rightwing 
and leftwing opponents claim, is the Christian Democratic Party merely a 
"puppet in the hands of the military?" What is the real value of the 
officers' very rapid "conversion" to the spirit of reform after some 

50 years of ultraconservatism? What does the man in the street think? 
These are fundamental questions which still need to be answered. 


In any case the junta enjoys U.S. support and this is energetically 
expressed by Washington's ambassador Robert White who is becoming the 
most influential man in San Salvador after Monsignor Romero's tragic 
death. 


According to the ambassador the main problem is regaining controle from the 


military and, above all, restoring security. "I do not see how the 
democratic front could do that better than the Christian Democratic Party," 
he told us. He added: "El Salvador is not Nicaragua: This country is 
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not governed by an odious dictator but by a junta of five honorable men, 
one of whom, Mr Duarte, was «.ected president in 1972 and represents a 
party which legally won the 1977 election." He added: "The right has 
every reagon to despair because the reforms introduced are serious. The 
extreme left cannot be optimistic because it has not successfully staged 
a single spectacular demonstration in the past 5 weeks." 


Mr White is not convinced that the present formula is perfect or that it 
constitutes decisive progress toward a solution. "However," he said, "it 
has prevented what could have happened because the death of Monsignor Romero, 
the most respected citizen of this country--this assassination--was the work 
of the extreme right. During the funeral the extreme left tried to spark 
off panic and chaos. The junta did not give way to this provocation and it 
has survivec, Its position in the country has, therefore, been somowhat 
improved."' According to Washington's representative, "it now has to win 

the international propaganda battle in which the democratic front has been 
more successful so far." "Provided the El Salvador armed forces can show a 
minimum of intelligence and decency," Mr White concluded.

a European journalist in El Salvador. I had a meeting in San Salvador 

a few days ago in strict secrecy with two leaders of the two main organi- 
zations waging the political and armed struggle against the bloody 

regime in Washington's pay. Jacobo Salazar and Gabriel Sanchez together-- 
which bears witness to the level of unity achieved by the people's forces-- 
denounc ¢ the U.S. intervention to L'HUMANITE. They made revelations and 
accusations. Jacobo Salazar is a leader of the Communist Party of 

El Salvador and Gabriel Sanchez is a member of the Farabundo Marti Popular 
Liberation Forces National Directorate. Both belong to the politico- 
military revolutionary coordination. 


Gabriel Sanchez thinks that "U.S. imperialism is trying to maintain its 
domination in Central America. It is preparing the ground for a military 
interventior in El Salvador and trying to draw countries such as Guatemala, 
Honduras and Venezuela into its adventure. We know that 100 North American 
military advisers are now in El Salvador. They are there to establish 
anti-guerrilla training centers at Zacatecoluca, Chalatanango and San 
Salvador and to train the national guard. These advisers train the troops 
carrying out clean-up operations in rural districts using tanks and heli- 
copters.... They drop napalm and burn the ranches in some parts of the 
country. They are following a scorched earth policy. 


"The United States is building three helicopter bases at Zacetecoluca and 
on the island of Meanguera in the Fonseca Gulf opposite the Nicaraguan 
coast. These bases have only one objective: the struggle against the 
population. A first contingent of 125 marine: has already landed disguised 
as members of the yankee embassy security service. 


"The Israeli Government is behaving as it did with Somoza. It is sending 
thousands of Galil rifles and ships loaded with weapons for the 
El Salvadoran soldiers. 
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"The United States is exerting very strong pressure on Guatemala and 
Honduras to prepare to launch their armies against our people if it proves 
necessary. 


"In Guatemala imperialism is preparing, paying and training more than 
6,000 mercenaries, most former members of Somoza's national guard. It is 
the U.S. Embassy in San Salvador, the Pentagon and the CIA which are 
directing the whole military and paramilitary repression structure." 


A Decieive Stage in the Struggle To Liberate the Country 


For Jacobo Salazar "we have entered the last decisive stage in our libera..on 
struggle. The democratic front which we have just formed includes all 
democratic, progressive and revolutionary sections of our people. it vlaces 
us in the best position for our struggle. In this way the revolutionary 
process extends its social foundation and its sphere of influence. There 

is, henceforth, an alternative--a democratic regime and government. The 
desire to win a democratic government is not the prerogative of the 
revolution. es.

(Text) If a large part of the events thet wiil occur in Central America-- 
or, as one might put it, the future of Centra: America--depends on what 
happens in El Salvador, it would be fair to treat us with the respect we 
think we deserve in the concert of hemispheric nations. 


We have based the foregoing sentence on the impressions voiced by state 
officials, politicians and newsmen from various countries on the situation 
in this part of the world, which to many is similar to a boiler about to 
explode. 


The Central American, U.S. and other countries’ press published during 

the past few weeks contains many reports and comments on the incidents 
occurring in our country with a variety of approaches leading to all sorts 
of conjectures and appreciations. 


The most varied conclusions were reached from all the reports. Some con- 
clusions ece based or reports or versions which to a certain extent were 
confidential and had »oeen obtained by newsmen who have fo.lowed the 

situation in El Salvador closely at the special request of the publishers. 


That is how one of those conclusions was that Central America's political 
future depends on what happens in El Salvador. If the regime here should 
fall, then the regimes in Guatemala and Honduras would follow in that order. 
If this happens, it would cause an immediate intervention by the United 
States. This situation, according to the commentators, would occur if 

the extreme left reached power because with an axis formed by Nicaragua 

and El Salvador, the rest of the Isthmus would be in their hands. 


And so rune the gamut of speculation which makes El Salvador seem like 

the focus of political effervescence i this part of the hemisphere. *rom 
what we can see, it is believed by those outside our borders that they are 
more aware of what is happening here. That might be the case in the 
diplomatic arena, even though normally there is much speculation surround- 
ing these situations. 








In any event, no matter what the accuracy of the versions circulating 
abroad on the Salvadoran situation, we think we should be viewed and 
treated with the consideration and respect that a nation struggling for 
prosperity and sovereignty deserves despite the adverse climate with which 
it has had to cope on various occasions. 


In El Salvador we should be mindful of the suggestions, cooperation or 
positive support coming from abroad which, if used well, may contribute 

to solving our problems. But we must alao protect ourselves from negative 
influences, unrealistic recommendations or simply from bad advice that 

may be well-intentioned but deep down is the result of an emotional reaction 
or an ill-conceived feeling originating from lack of information about a 
specific situation. 


If hemispheric attention is now focused on Fl Salvador and it is believed 
that the political future of the rest of the isthmus may depend on what 
happens here, it is to be expected that such a feeling will not cause any 
more confusion but that things will be interpreted according to the real 
situation. If we are facing risks here, may we be helped to effectively 
get out of them, 


Even though there may be some truth to what is said and thought about our 
country abroad, it is also true that there are differences between what 
is reputed and what in fact is occurring in El Salvador.

OLD PERMITS TO CARRY ARMS INVALIDATED 
PA292336 San Saivador EL DIARIO DE HOY in Spanish 29 Apr 80 pp 2, 43, 80 


(Text) All permits to carry arms issued by the security corps have been 
invalidated by a law recently enacted by the government, it was reported 
at the Defense Ministry yesterday. It had been the practice for citizens 
to go to the security corps, most often to the guard and national police, 
to get permission to carry weapons. After a form was filled, the 
director would issue a card that permitted the bearer to carry weapons. 


Now all those cards are invalid and anyone wishing to carry arms will 
have to meet the requirements set forth by law. 


It was *xplained that the permit to carry weapons will be persone’ and 
untrar.'errable once the license is paid. Nobody will be able to lend 
either ‘he permit or the weapon without running the risk of having it 
seized. 


Due to questions raised, Defense Minister Jose Guillermo Garcia said in 
the case of the watchmen on farms or at companies, the permit will be 
made in their names, but they must be requested by the company or farm 
owner. The permit will enable the person to carry a specific weapon. 
That is, if the weapo. given a watchman to guard a farm is a rifle, the 
permit will be for the use of that rifle, not for a gun. Besides, the 
request must explain that the permit is extended for the duration of his 
duties as watchman, guard or security service member, whichever term is 
employed. 


In the case of autonomous institutions, it has been explained that their 
presidents or directors must register their security weapons at the 
indicated security body. Their permits will be extended there after 
making the corresponding payment. Now, if there is a need to use weapons 
of calibers not indicated by the law, the security body director from 
whom it is requested will make the necessary investigation before extend- 
ing the permit. These are the special cases established by the law, 
Minister Garcia said. 














Diplomatic officials, it was explained, will be entitled to special treat- 
ment. Because of their immunity, they will be able to carry whatever 
weapons they may require for them or their security, but they will have 

to register them at the Defense Ministry. The authorities will be very 
respectful of diplomatic rights, the minister added, 


He also said that the foreign minister was contacted yesterday so diplo- 
matic requests can be channeled through it.

GOVERNMENT WARNS AGAINST FUTURE DISORDERS

[Text] On Sunday, 27 April 1980, San Salvador's Metropolitan Cathedral] 
was violently seized a few minutes before the 0800 mass. The people 
waiting for the religious ceremonies to begin were expelled from the 
sacred place by the attackers, who threatened them with their weapons and 
had their faces covered with scarves. 


The numerous people at the temple, including several foreign newsmen, 
witnessed this incident and have provided abundant details about this 
new offense to the reiigious feelings of our people. According to them, 
the attackers occupying the cathedral explained that the operation was 
being carried out “in order to have the temple ready for the 1 May 
demonstrators and said other churches will also be seized." 


The organizations that comprise the "coordinating board" have publicly and 
privately announced that this month they will intensify their activities, 
particularly on 1, 7 and 10 May, which are dedicated to the workers, the 
soldiers and to mothe.s, respectively. 

Their intention is to provoke the public force with: 


A. Armed marches, which would probably include elements wearing olive-green 
uniforms to create confusion. 


B. Interruptions of traffic, parking buses in midstreet. 

C. The burning of vehicles and other damage to private property. 
D. The explosion of bombs of various types. 

E. Other violent attacks. 


The above activities coincide with two incidents that show the magnitude of 
the extreme left's international conspiracy against our country: 
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A "denunciation and solidarity” event begins today in Mexico. Its topic 
is the Central American countries' situation, particularly that of 

El Salvador, Delegates of Salvadoran organizations, of clear Marxist 
orfentation, and well-known foreign intellectuals of the same tendency 
are participating in the event. The international intervention openly 
threatening our fatherland is currently mobilizing large resources. 


There have been indications that extreme leftists from this continent 
have reached an agreement to suspend terrorist activities in all other 
Latin American countries in order to concentrate world attention on 
Salvadoran developments. This may have facilitated the solution of the 
Dominican Embassy problem in Bogota and in addition would seek to make 
people forget the many difficulties of all kinds that the Cuban regime 
faces, including the mass exodus of its citizens.

[Question] What are the plans of the Revolutionary Democratic Front [FDR] 
for the celebration of 1 May, International Labor Day? 


[Answer] I believe that the final goal of the front is the takeover of 
power for the people because all the sectors are included in it. We will 
have to work very hard for this, of course. We are working on the 
political aspects. Regarding the technical field, we have many people, 
particularly in the front. However, the Revolutionary Coordinating Board 
of the Masses [CRM] people will join the work teams in order to have, not 
only the government program which we already have, but to implement it at 
the political level so that we can start working immediately after seizing 
power. We have also studied the emergency measures that will be estab- 
lished after taking over power as well as those that will be implemented 
within the medium-term and long-term once the Democratic Revolutionary 
Government is set up.

UNITY OF TRADITIONAL PARTIES DIMINISHING

the unity among the parties that have traditionally ruled Guatemala was 
observed to have diminished considerably. 


In the municipal elections held on Sunday, 20 April, the unity maintained 
by the Democratic Institutional Party [PID] and the National Liberation 
Movement [MLN], which have traditionally ruled Guatemala in the past 
decades, diminished considerably, comments CORREO POLITICO, which is 
published in Guatemala City by the Economic Information Center, in its 
latest issue. 


The publication points out that in 1972, the two parties participated jointly 
on more than 200 ballots. In 1976 they only participated in 85 and this 
time, in 75. 


CORREO POLITICO adds that most of the alliances between the PID and the 
MLN--79 percent--took place in cities in western Guatemala. 


Meanwhile, the number of alliances between the PID and the Revolutionary 
Party--112 in all--increased, which could reflect broader common goals on 
the part of these two parties within the so-called broad front, which took 
current President Gen Fernando Romeo Lucas Garcia to power. 


Also according to CORREO POLITICO, there was a growing number of alliances-- 
113--between the PID and the PNR [not further identified], which is headed 
by a group of MLN dissidents, whose main leader is the former minister 

of education under the Arana government, Alejandro [name indistinct]. 


All of this picture, comments CORREO POLITICO, appears to evince the 
tendency of the PID to form alliances with neoliberationists, breaking 
its old bonds with traditional liberationism, which is headed by Mario 
Sandoval Alarcon, former vice president of Guatemala.

The last straw was the way in which a change was made, or rather a change 
was imposed, on the structure of the State Council. The State Council is 
@ joint legislative body which originally was supposed to have 33 members, 
of which the Sandiniet National Liberation Front [FSLN) had direct control 
over 13, that is, slightly over one-third. Later, a change was made, 
making it have 47 members which PSLN, directly or indirectly, has 24 
gemberse--that is, the FSLN has the absolute majority. 


It is important to point out that the State Council's important duties 
include: First, a draft of the new electoral law and second, a new 
constitution for the nation, a draft bill on a constitution. This appears 
in Article 18 of the basic statute. 


Therefore, a change such as this, for us, for my party, the Nicaraguan 
Democratic Movement, is basic. It means that the bases that served for 
unity have been broken. Also, it does not appear to us to be correct 
that half-way through a transition government which should lay down the 
fundamental bases for holding our first democratic elections, these bases 
be changed unilaterally and criterion imposed. 


[Correa}] Mr Robelo, if there has been a change in the rules of the 
government for achieving a true democracy or a truly democratic process, 
do you think we must lose hope that this will happen in Nicaragua? 
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[Rebelo] No, it seems that at this moment, an effective crisis has arisen 
in Nicaragua which is going to make the FSLN commanders and the other 
members of the junta reflect, And we have well-founded hopes that there 
will be corrections to the deviations of the process and that unity and 
harmony may be once again achieved, making Nicaragua move effectively 
toward a pluralist democracy. 


In addition, negotiations which are not yet complete have been going on 
here in Nicaragua for the Soviet delegation to buy from the government 

a three- or four-story building that may house some 300 persons, which 
indicates to me that the Soviet Union intends to have in Nicaragua a very 
sizable diplomatic mission--perhaps some 150 or 200--and I see no justi- 
fication for tiie since we do not have significantly commercial relations 
with the Soviet Union or cultural bonds. Therefore, in reality it is an 
inexplicable presence which could involve us [in] the game of the super- 
powers, which would make our country's situation even more critical--our 
nation which we inherited from the Somozist dictatorship, sacked, destroyed 
by war, and mortgaged with a great foreign debt. 


Then, if we add to this the fact that we are going to become a pawn in 
the superpowers’ world chess game, we can clearly see a situation of very 
great concern.

He also emphasized the development of true freedom to unionize, true ideological, 
political, educational and religious freedom and true freedom of speech. 

A summary of Robelo's remarks in Chinandega on Sunday follows: 

"Sectors which played a determining role in the insurrection [sentence as pub- 


lished]. Perhaps some will try to ignore now that this unity was basic in 
achieving the isolation of the tyrant, both nationally and internationally. 
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"This morning I would like to make it very clear that this unity was a deter- 
mining factor in finally winning that decisive battle against the tyrant and 
that the private sector's unquestionable participation in that battle--that 
progressive and patriotic mentality which indicates that it has a place within 
the national reconetruction=-must be recognized. 


"We have participated and we are continuing to participate in a government of 
national reconstruction, because we are aware that in Nicaragua, it is the hour 
of the fatherland and not the hour of sectarianism; we participate because we 
are aware that in this Nicaragua there is room for each and every one of the 
honest and hardworking Nicaraguans who wish to contribute, independent of thc ir 
social origina, to constructing this egalitarian Nicaragua of the future." 


What Is the MDN? 


"We of the MDN have explained ourselves clearly. Our political party, the MDN, 
has been formed to establish and develop, through a process of socialization 
and freedom, a political, economic and social system which is authentically 
revolutionary and genuinely Nicaraguan. 


"We are an authentically revolutionary political party because we want to pro- 
mote and fight for the establishment in Nicaragua of changes which seek justice 
without curtailing freedom; we want for Nicaragua a limited development with a 
suitable model, a Sandinist model, because Sandino is the essence of nationalism 
in our country. 


"We do not favor copying processes which respond to other circumstances; we say 
that our political party is fighting to eliminate oppressive structures, be- 
cause we are aware, mind you, that in the past there were privileges, there were 
oppressive structures, which have no place in the new Nicaragua of which we all 
dream; we believe that we have shed our blood in Nicaragua so that a true 
political freedom may exist «herein the Nicaraguan people may choose, without 
pressure of any kind, that ideology o1 political party to which they want to 
belong." 





Religious Freedom 


"We believe that it is basic to respect the religious freedom of all the 
Nicaraguan people. I am a Catholic, and I am proud of being a Catholic. 


"I want to make it very clear tha’: those who believe firmly in a God, those of 
us who have Catholic convictions, must be willing to defend at all costs this 
principle of religious freedom. 


"We of the MDN believe that freedoms are sacred, that freedom of speech is 
sacred, a freedom which must be maintained as an inviolable principle, but 

one which also implies the obligation to use those freedoms with responsibility, 
with respect, so that at no time will they cause any harm to other members of 
the Nicaraguan community. 
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"We belteve in freedom of education--that it is fundamental that the Nicaraguan 
people have the opportunity to be educated, to emerge from ignorance--but we 
also believe it is essential that parents have the option, the opportunity, to 
choose the kind of education they want for their children. 


"We are beginning a huge campaign to bring education, to bring freedom to 
800,000 Nicaraguans who do not know how to read or write. This is a revolution- 
ary commitment which the MDN supports. 


"But, and make note of this, we are speaking of literacy for freedom; we are 
not speaking of literacy which can be manipulated to tame the minds of those 
who are outside the mainstream, because that is criminal. 


"You all have a duty, which actually is to give your all to this literacy cam- 
paign, but as | said a moment ago, the time has come to speak clearly. And if 
some people with bad intentions, who do not follow the directives of this govern- 
ment, want to distort it and to commit abuses with this sacred campaign to 

bring the isolated out of their ignorance, those persons must be denounced, 
because they are committing a great social crime, which we must not permit." 


Freedoms 


"It is important to point out that in the MDN we consider freedom of organiza- 
tion--freedom of union organization--essential, and that no type of ideology 
can be imposed on our workers which they do not want. 


"We respect all ideologies, and for that reason we demand respect. This seems 
to us to be fundamental for the construction of the new Nicaragua and so that 
there will be in our country authentic trade union freedom, without oppression, 
without manipulation, where the workers as a class defend their interests, 
defend the progress of this revolution. They are a great majority; they are 
really the ones who should point out the path to be taken by their struggles 
for their rights in our country. 


"We also believe that personal property, such as each person's home, the ve- 
hicle he uses to get around, motorcycles, bicycles or car, the furniture ind 
household goods of the house are sacred and private property which shou'd be 
inviolably respected. 


"We believe it is important at this time of crisis to have a just relationship 
among the factors involved in production. I ask: How can we struggle for an 
equitable society, how can we struggle for the development of our country if 
this struggle is not based on production? It is fundamental for all factors 
participating in production to be aware of the responsibility they have in 
producing, because if we do not produce I do not know what we will distribute, 
unless it be poverty. 


"It is important to keep in mind that the peasant and the worker should respon- 
sibly participate in production. They should also receive a wage for their work

RAMLBEZ DISCUSSES ‘SANDINIST REVOLUTIONARY PROJECT’

(Text) We cannot conceive of the Sandinist revolutionary project being 
carried out without the participation of the workers. 


Thies participation should not be a romantic project, but should be a 
reality manifested by an increase in production and the control of pro- 
duction, Companero Sergio Ramirer Mercad. said in discussing the topic, 
the “Sandinist project,” during 4 seminar sponsored by the People's 
Industrial Corporation. 


Ramirez Mercado said that the Sandiniet revolutionary project of the 
Government of National Reconstruction is « basic part of the effort to 
change the country's social, political and economic situation. 





The political aspect of the change ise specifically revolutionary, he said. 
The intent is to replace the former production structures with different 
ones. 


Ramirez said that Somoziss not only represented the interests of a dynastic 
family, but was also the specific expression of an entire group of economic 
and political interests. 


The member of the government junta said some of those interests were mani- 
feeted more aggressively than others, in the trading of influence, fraud 
in business transactions, tax evasion and primarily in a permanent policy 
of constant repression of the workers. 


Another aspect of that system was the aggression against the peasants, who 
were deprived of their lands with impunity. 


Replacement of Interests and Power 


Companero Ramirez said this involves the basic replacement of interests 
and power. This is what makes it possible for us to speak today of a 
political, social and economic Sandinist revolutionary project for the 
benefit of our people. 
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Defining the revolution’s concept of a mixed economy, Ramires Mercado 
exp'ained that it does not entail an alliance or a balance of economic, 
political or social forces, but rather a mixed economy seen as one option 
open to the revolution, "We must clearly realize,” the government junta 
member said, “that the mined economy must be seen ae an option and not 

a6 4 transaction,” 


it i@ on the basis of this concept, he said, that we must view the 
political role of area of the people's property, which was established 
through the legal inetrumente of the revolution, such as the decree 
expropriating the goods of Somoz!ste and their supporters. 


Expropriation: A Form of Vindication 


“Expropriation,” he said, “is a measure for the vindication of our revolu- 
tion and ie therefore an economic measure of the revolution.” 


It is hoped that the people's property area will be consolidated as an axis of 
the national economy. This is a fundamental concept which is itself the 
axis of the transformation of the revolutionary economy. 


It is necessary to see the people's property area as a means for properly 
managing the goods left by Somoza and as a strategy for the development 
of the Sandinist project. It represents a broadening and diversifica- 
tion toward areas that are vital to our development. 


Defining the activities of the people's property area, Sergio Ramirez said 
they will be related to the creation of national areas of development, that 
is, the placement of productive centers in selected areas within the 
development plane of the Government of National Reconstruction. 


The activities include the processing of raw materials, the increase in 
exports and the improvement of the balance of payments, the rational 
exploitation and renewal of our natural resources; the consolidation of the 
agricultural sector, the elimination of the dependent nature of our economy

NEW CUSTOMS DIRECTOR PROMISES HALT TO SMUGGLING

(Text) We are going to apply a firm hand and become more drastic with 
all smugglers who are taking goods into and out of our country, 
Companero Leonel Poveda (Ceville), the new general customs director, has 
said. He was appointed by the government junta and will take office on 
l May. He said he has had wide experience in customs administration and 
financial syetems. 


Here is what he said about the drastic measures to be taken by the new 
administration: 


[Begin recording) The situation has reached a (?critical) stage in which 
the revolutionary government is taking rather strong action to avoid or 
try to avoid the wave of smuggling underway. We are going to take very 
drastic action because the interests of the people are at stake, which we 
will not allow. Therefore, we are going to pay a little more attention to 
the quality and size of the units we have in the border (?offices) so an 
immediate solution can be found. The reports on smuggling that I have 
heard are excessive. We want to stress that we are going to apply a firm 
hand to all emugglers. We are going to apply the full weight of the law 
to them eo this will stop. 


[Question] Companero, d. you have any experience in customs? We would 
like to know if you do. 


[Answer] Well, after the war I was appointed Penas Blancas area commander 
on 19 July and one of the tasks I had to perform covered customs because 
immigration, customs, the police and the army were combined. I found out 
there that customs work is not easy. It is very demanding since in view 
of the difficulty of the traffic and the large volume of trade going 
through Nicaragua due to its strategic geographic position, all sorts of 
goods can be smuggled. Therefore, I gained some experience. Of course, 
it was not too much because I had other work to do but I more or less have 
an idea how what is going on can be stopped. 


[Question] What is your revolutionary commitment as you take over this 
new job? 


[Answer] Well, companera, I think that the government junta and the national 
directorate selected me for this job. I see this as a change in the trenches. 
As I was working in the national financial system, now I am being transferred 
to the General Customs Bureau to do my duty as a citizen and give my people

The Popular Social Christian Party, fulfilling its responsibilities to its 
militant membership and the people in general, is pleased to offer this 
information on the unified work which it has been carrying out together 
with the FLSN (Sandinist National Liberation Front], the Independent 
Liberal Party (PLI), the Nicaraguan Socialist Party (PSN), the Nicaraguan

The conversations have revolved around the basic criteria on which unity 
should be established among the political forces that are effectively 
dedicated to the Sandinist Popular Revolution so that it may be of more 
and more benefit to the popular sectors of Nicaragua.

CONSERVATIVES PRESENT POSITION ON PARTIES 
Managua LA PRENSA in Spanish 14 Mar 80 pp 2, 5 


(Text) Declaring that it is basing itself on the first point of the program 
promulgated in July 1979 by the National Reconstruction Government Junta, 
the Democratic Conservative Party of Nicaragua has presented to the Jutta 
the following preliminary project for a law on political parties and the 
rights and political duties of the citizens for the Junta's study and dis- 
cussion, so that it may be changed "in the shortest possible time" into a 
law of the republic: 


"Preliminary draft of a law on political parties and the political rights 
and duties of the citizens. Considering: 


"1. That according to point 1-3 of the government program promulgated by 
this Junta, responding to a patriotic pledge, with the support of the 
Sandinist National Liberation Front [FSLN) the full effect of the human 
rights set forth in the Universal Declaration of the Organization of the 
United Nations and the American Declaration of the Rights and Duties of 

Man of the Organization of American States [OAS] is guaranteed, one of these 
rights being the right to vote, in other words the free choice of lawmakers 
and governing bodies, a right which was permanently mocked by the Somoza 
dictatorship; 


"2. That according to point l--political area, 1.1 of the same government 
program, the necessary legislation for the organization of a regime of effec- 
tive democracy, of justice and social progress, which will fully guarantee 
the right of all Nicaraguans to participate in politics and in universal 
suffrage, as well as the organization and functioning of political parties 
without ideological discrimination, with the exception of the parties and 
organizations which may favor the return of the Somoza dictatorship; 


"3. That free and active participation from all the democratic political 
sectors of the country with the contribution of their finest human values 
and their constructive criticism is vital for national reconstruction; 


"4. That one of the most important aspects of national reconstruction is 
that of a democratic political life for the people by means of the broad 
exercise of the public liberties that were trampled under foot during the 
long years of repression and dictatorship under the Somozas, and that within 
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a republican, democratic and representative order people's rights be exer- 
cleed fundamentally through their political organizations; 


"5, That within an authentic functioning democracy the political parties 
are not simple electoral organisms and that the election of authorities by 
the people ie nothing more than the combination of a procese of conscious 
choice, organization and free play of the ideas which have become manifested 
in political programs submitted to the free choice of the citizens, who with 
their majority vote convert them into plane of the national government; 


"6. That although in the present provisional period of national reconstruc- 
tion, the election of representatives to a national constituent assembly, 
anticipated and ordered in Article 28 of the fundamental statute of the re- 
public promulgated by this governing Junta on 20 July 1979, in agreement with 
what was expressed in the preceding considerations and so that said elections 
may be held at the opportune and proper time, it is necessary for the polit- 
ical parties to be able to function freely with all the rights and guarantees 
that belong to them within the juridical order of the state; 


“Decrees: 


"The following law of political parties and political rights and duties of 
the citizens: 


“Art 1. Nicaraguans, both men and women, older than 18 years of age, are 
citizens. 


"Art 2. Civic Rights are: 

1) The vote. 

2) Running for public office. 

3) Assembling, associating and making petitions with political aims. 


“Art 3. Civic Duties are: 
1) To exercise the right to vote in popular elections. 
2) To fill, unless excused by the respective law, council positions. 


"The respective laws will regulate these obligations and will determine the 
penalties for noncompliance. 


"Art 4. Civic Rights are suspended: 
1) By a judicially declared interdiction. 
2) By a sentence which imposes the penalty of suspension of civil rights. 


“Art 5. The respective laws will regulate the way in which civic rights are 
to be exercised and to reestablish this exercise when it may be suspended. 


“Art 6. Based on the rights established in Art 2 of this law, citizens 
may organize political parties and become members of them with the excep- 
tion of the parties and organizations which advocate the return of the 
Somoza dictatorship. 
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"art 7, Legally organized political parties have the character of ineticu- 
tions of public right, whose existence, political personality and free func- 
tion are fully guaranteed. 


"Art 8. The political organizations which in agreement with Chapter III, 
Article 16, of the fundamental statute of the republic are to integrate 

the Council of State are political parties. Any organization which fille 
the requirements that the law on this subject demands will also be a polit- 
ical party. Thies disposition does not limit the right of meeting or asso- 
ciation with political aime established in Art 2, subparagraph 3 of this 
law. 


“Art 9. Rights of the political parties are: 

1) To keep nouses and offices open in the entire country and to advertise 
their principles and programs. Advertising and publications of the political 
parties will not be subject to the legal limitations for the exercise of the 
profession of journalisna. 

2) The use, for determined periods of time, which will be equal to everyone, 
of the radio and television stations belonging to the state. 

3) To hold meetings and public demonstrations with the legal dispositions 
concerning the maintenance of order. 





“Art 10. The political parties must publish within a period of 60 days 
from the promulgation of this law, their bylaws, programs and declaration 
of principles and present an official copy of the same to the Ministry of 
the Interior, where they will be registered and filed while the specific 
organism in charge of these subjects is being created. They must also make 
public and present to the Ministry of the Interior any changes or reforms 
which are made to these documents, for which purpose they will have a term 
of 30 days following the date on which these changes or reforms may have 
been officially agreed to by the competent organ of the party according to 
its bylaws. 


“Art 11. The political and juridical personality of the parties may be lost: 
1) For not fulfilling the obligations established in the prior article. 

2) For not fulfilling obligations and requirements which the electoral law may 
establish. 

3) For propagandizing against the exercise of civil rights and the fulfillment 
of civic duties. 

4) For undertaking or supporting movements contrary to the territorial integ- 
rity or the sovereignty of the state. 


"Art 12. As long as the respective tribunals are not organized it will be 
the responsibility of the Supreme Court of Justice to investigate causes on 
the loss of political and juridical personality of the parties, which it will 
perform following the procedure of the first instance of penal law. These 


suits can be commenced only through an accusation or a denunciation by another 
political party. 
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“Art 13. Im the sentence which decrees the loss of juridical and political 
personality by a party, the court will order that the property of the same be 
traneferred to the state in the division of social welfare.

{Hasean)] In this regard, I would like to give an explanation. It is true 
that the physical work on the geothermal project at the well head has 

been haited. This is due to earlier circumstances. The wells had been 
drilled in a highly irresponsible manner. To point ou! one error, at the 
surface wells have to have certain equipment to withstand the substances 
which flow out of the welle. We have found, however, that in some cases, 
this surface equipment could not have withstood the conditions to which 

it would have been sunjected during ite expected life. 


Therefore, it has been decided that those wells must be inspected to deter- 
mine which ones will have to be resurfaced. This requires certain financing. 
if the physical work has been stopped, it is precisely because we require 
thie financing to determine what the situation is and to be able to 

continue the work. 


On the other hand, there is another reason for the halt. We cannot install 
turbines if the welle are not ready to produce. We know that the wells 
have been improperly drilled, and there is the possibility that they are 
improperly built. Thies is the determining factor. 


We have, however, entered into negotiations for the installation of those 
turbines. We have had talke with companies from different countries-- 
Japan, Italy--and we are negotiating for the construction of the project 
and thie aleo requires some time. 
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In addition, in view of the irresponsible way in which things were done 

in this country under Somogiem, we do not know exactly what the properties 
of the geothermal field there are. While the dictator bragged that we had 
oil there and that he was going to set up three J5-megawatt units, we are 
aware now that we can set up only one or maybe two J5-megawatt unita there, 
but it tw very unlikely that we can eet up three units, Therefore, we 
atill do not know the properties of the geothermal field which should have 
been found out long before the ground was broken. To date we are still 
trying to find out what those properties are and are conducting studies 

eo we can work on a rational and intelligent basis. [end recording]

[Text] Since the news was learned that Mrs Violeta Chamorro had been 
selected to become a member of the government junta in Nicaragua even 
before the fall of the Somoza dictatorship, it was easy to guess that 
her role in the group would be brief. 


Her involvement was useful for a time because she was a sort of symbol, 
being the widow of a slain newsman who was a persistent critic of the 
regime in the editorial columns of the newspaper LA PRENSA. 


After the new Nicaraguan government took office, it made every effort 

to let the public know that it was a pluralist system that would uphold 
all ideas and under which private business would play a significant role 
in the urgent reconstruction of the country. 


However, it has been demonstrated once more that the ideology of the 
minority can be imposed on the rest of the people through pressure and 
threats. No one doubts the courage mustered and difficulties faced by 
the thousands of Nicaraguan youths who fought against the Somoza dynasty, 
regardless of the aid they received from abroad. The sympathy that most 
of the people feel for Sandino's figure is not being questioned but it 
is obvious that what he represents has been distorted. 


Efforts have been made in Nicaragua to make the term Sandinism synonymous 
with communism and thus the minority is trying to hoodwink the people who 
nevertheless repudiate totalitarianism of any sort. Fidel imposed the 
presence of Cuban experts and teachers. The group of his loyal followers 
in Managua accepts it but the rest of the population opposes it. 


Every official in that Central American nation is reacting irately to 
every hint that they are dominated by Havana. That is only natural and 
Castro acts the same way when he is told his bosses are in Moscow. They 
have their pride and that may be the only thing they have left.

[Text] Julio Cesar Frutos, deputy for the Colorado Party, said yesterday 
when asked his opinion on the U.S. attempt to rescue the hostages in 
Teheran: "I think that the action undertaken by the United States was 
the only one left after the latest political and economic measures which 
exhausted patience." Frutos added: "I believe it was the only possible 
reaction to this new type of guerrilla action, which is officially 
sponsored and planned at government levels. That is why the Americans 
undertook the operation.” He said further: "After the peaceful means 
of persuasion are exhausted, this is the only known way to rescue the 
hostages." 


Fulvio Hugo Celauro, president of the Liberal Party, said when he was 
interviewed about the U.S. action in Iranian territory: "I do not think 
the United States had any other option. Otherwise the detention of the 
hostages would have continued too long. It is a pity it ended as it did." 
He added: "This event also shows that President Carter has decided to 
take the bull by the horns because if the United States does not show 
determination, it will probably lose all control over the region, apart 
from losing strategic positions." 


Miguel Angel Martinez Yaryes [Radical Liberal politician] said, when 
referring to the events, that "I believe this is an episode rather than 

a confrontation between two nations and two positions. One of the positions 
is simply the reaction of a people and their present leaders against the 
dictatorial regime which oppressed them for so long and for which they 

hold the United States responsible as protector of that regime. The 

result is not favorable for the United States and the crisis will enter 

a much more delicate stage." 
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"LA TRIBUNA': Poor Planning

[Text] While the actions Mr Carter took in the wake of the taking of 
hostages in Teheran illicited world support and had a positive impact 

on hie electoral campaign to win the Democratic nomination for another 
presidential term, the failure of the rescue operation has been a devastat- 
ing blow to his political aspirations according to analysts. 


The problem, to put it in the right terms, does not concern only Mr Carter. 
He has ceriainly assumed full responsibility for the incident, but this 
failure is another link added to the chain of frustrations experienced by 
U.S. foreign policy in recent years. And because the Western world holds 
the United States in a position of leadership, this is where the problem 
lies. 





In fact, the Bay of Pigs failure during the Kennedy administration, the 
Vietnam collapse under the Nixon administration, the blow suffered by 
Afghanistan, the neutralization of Pakistan and especially Iran's definite 
growing move toward the Soviet orbit are facts and situations that cast 
serious doubts about the U.S. leadership and, above all, the Western world's 
defense capabilities. 


Although it may be true that the rescue operation failed due to equipment 
failure, a basic rule of prudence and planning demanded that given the 
significance of the operation, greater care and precise action should be 
taken in its execution. Had the failure occurred in Teheran, then one 
would at least have had the consolation that every effort had been made. 
But the fact that the failure occurred even before the attack was initiated 
and due to technical reasons clearly reflects poor planning and even lack 
of responsibility. 


And all this is tremendously serious, primarily because this failure 
points to the overwhelming need--for various reasons--to undertake a 
successful response [reaccion]. But this response would now place us on 
the edge of the abyss.

PAPER ENVISIONS NEW DIRECTION IN U.S. FOREIGN POLICY

[Text] The indecision and hesitations that have characterized U.S. foreign 
policy cannot be denied, and now that Vance has resigned this policy will 
probably take on a new direction and possibly be more clearly and 
explicitly defined. 


It should be pointed out, however, that substantial changes or sudden turns 
should not be expected, because it is known that a foreign policy is, 

after all, the result of the harmonization of many interests and the product 
of complex work carried out by a large group of officials in the State 
Department. 


With regard to relations with Latin America, there is an area on which all 
the attention of the continent is concentrated. This is Central America. 
A situation has come about--as the result of a lack of foresight--in which 
U.S. interests are at stake, interests which also represent the values 
maintained by all Latin American countries. This is like a race between 
the U.S. ability to solve the internal problems of El Salvador and prevent 
its fall into the hands of Moscow and the pressure of communism, which is 
making its final assaults on Managua [as published], as repeatedly stated 
in news reports from that area. 


Apparently the battle is over in Nicaragua. If El Salvador is able to 
overcome the serious crisis which is polarizing the population toward 
apparently incompatible positions, a decisive step will have been made toward 
stopping the communist takeover in El Salvador and indirectly, perhaps by 
reflex, communism will have to delay its intention to establish complete 
control over Nicaragua. 


It has been reported that with Vance's resignation, the position and 
influence of presidential advisor Brzezinski--an avowed anti-communist-- 
has been strengthened, therefore U.S. efforts in Central America will 
probably be increased, since acting secretary of state Warren Christopher, 
a longtime State Department professional, has the experience necessary 

to determine the need to adopt a firmer position. 


The change of secretaries of state is taking place at a really crucial 
moment. It is hoped that the change will be for the better, because 
the situation in the world and in Latin America does not permit the 
possibility of experiments or improvisations. 
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
